Miss Cowan investigated and found condi- 
tions that she thought warranted action, and 
both Watt and the cadet were summoned be- 
fore Mrs. Ella Flagg Young, superintendent 
of schools. After a brief hearing Mrs. Young 
asked for the resignation of both. ‘ 

It is said that at his appearance before 
Mrs, Young Watt did all he could to shield the 
girl, and rather than give her name consent- 
ed to offer his resignation Last night he 


There was no formality about the departure 
of the girl. The principal, however, had been 
prominent in e@ucational work largely by 
reason of reforms he had instituted, among 
them the “‘ open air’ school. His resigna- 
tion, therefore, he stated, was due to an offer 
to become a consulting engineer in construc- 
tion of buildings involving questions of venti- 
laton, and this was generally accepted as the 
real reason.

Who Ran Over Child Play- 
ing in the Street. 


CROWD IS IN ANGRY MOOD. 
; 


New York, April 29.—[{Special.]—Amid 
cries of ‘‘Lynch the driver!” Giuseppe 
Boughiocel, a cigar maker, late today shot 
and killed William Kugman, § years old, 
married and the father of three children, of 
Brooklyn. 

Kugtman was the driver of a brewery truck 
which had run over and mortally injured 
Paolino Boughiocei, the 8 year old son of the 
man who fired the shots. : 
After Kugman fell from the high seat of 
the wagon the reserves of the East Fifty- 
first street station had to use their clubs 
and draw their pistols to save the body from 
the fury of the throng that had gathered. 


Child Was Playing in Street. 

Kugman was driving a wagon owned by 
the Jamee Everard Breweries company when 
he ran down the Boughiocei boy. According 
to eye witnesses, the child was playing in the 
street with half a dozen companions and ran 
under the forward truck of the brewery 
wagon, just behind the horses. 
The cries of the injured child quickly at- 
tracted a throng of Italians, and when he 
was taken into the drug store of Max Bern- 
feld at First avenue and Forty-ninth street, 
the crowd followed. Patrolman Trainor sent 
in a hurry call for an ambulance. Before it 
arrived the crowd became threatening to- 
ward Kugman, and Patrolman Bertrand 
sent for the reserves. 


Cry “Lynch the Driver!’ 
When the ambulance arrived at the drug 
store the throng filled the avenue, and the 
cry “lynch ‘the driver” was raised. ..ae 
ambulance surgeon made a hurried exami- 
nation of the boy and pronounced him in 
a critical condition. He advised that he be 
taken to the hospital immediately. But the 
child’s mother protested. . 

* No, let him die at home,” shecried. “He

priest.”’

Charred bones were found in the ruins.

Cars Burn Like Tinder. 

The train was travéling at a rate of afty 
miles an hour and when the locomotive struck 
a sharp curve where men had been re- 
pairing the tracks, it jumped and ran along 
a hillside, carrying four of the five cars with 
it. All of the cars took fire and burned like 
tinder. Not a splinter is left. 

The special train left Utica this morning 
on the Lackawanna railroad, and when is 


reached Stroudsburg, Pa., a Pennsylvania — 


railroad crew took charge of it and was to 


have run it through to Philadelphia. The 


passengers were enjoying the early spring 
scenery along the picturesque Delaware river 
valley when at 2:45 o’clock there was a sud- 
den jar and the excursionists were thrown 
together in a heap. 

Hardly had the train come toa stop be- 
fore fire started and spread so rapidly that 
some of the imprisoned passengers -were 
burned to death. As the train left the track 
it broke a tank of oi] which ran over the 
wreckage and added fuel to the flames. 

The fire blazed at both ends of the train, 
by hot coals from the firebox of the engine 
and by the stoves in the dining car at the rear. 


Physicians Rush to Scene. 


Phygicians were called from this city and 
every town within a radius of ten miles. 
They went to the scene of the wreck in auto- 
mobiles and special trains. An hour after 
the accident there were a score of physicians 
on the ground. They did everything possible 
to relieve the injured and made them ready 
for the trip to the Easton hospital, 

Every farmhouse in the vicinity, which is 
sparsely settled, was quickly transformed 
into an improvised hospital and farmers’ 
wagons wére pressed into service as ambu- 
lances. Many of the injured remain with 
the farmets and at the Martins Creek hotel. 
Telegraph and telephone wires were torn 
away and for some time it was impwyible to 
reach the outside world. Communication was 
finally restored to Easton and from this city 
passengers nept messages to their families. 


Heroism Shown by Rescuers, 
Men and'women who were on the train say 
the scene that followed the accident ig be- 
yond their power of description: Willing 
hands began the work of rescue ag soon as 
they were able, and had it not béen for the 


heroic efforts of the men and women, soma — 


of whom were cut and bleeding from their 
wounds, the loss of life would nave been 
appalling. | 

Unconscfous forms were pinioned beneath 
the wreckage with the flames leaping toward 
them, when the less seriously injured, at 
great risk to their own lives, plunged into 
the débris, worked the unconscious victims 
loose, and carried them beyond reach of the 
flames. 

One young woman was found singing and 
dancing on the railroad track half a mile 
from the scene of the wreck. She wag cut, 
bruised, and burned, but im her hysterica: 
condition did not appear copscious of pain 
or of what had happened. 

Priests ftom the Easton and 
N. J., pafishes were taken to Martins Crees 
in automobiles and worked anene the in- 
jured. 

Physician Organizes the Rescuers. 

Dr. Budd J, Reaser of Martin's Coeek was 
the first physician on the scene. He 
over from his office In his automobile, but 
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age was burning fiercely. He said when the | 
derailed care struck the oi] tank the flames 
ran through the train like a blaze ona dry 
prairie. 

Men and women were in a state of panic, 
he said, and some were unconscious on the 
ground, where they had been placed by 


others, or had falien in a swoon. Dr. Reaser ° 


organized a first aid corps and put willing 
hands to work in a systematic manner. 

The women were looked after first, and the 
Goctor had them brought to him, and he 
treated themgas best he could under the dis- 
tressing circumstances. 


Survivor Tells of Disaster. 

Cc. B. Brown, a school principal of Utica, 
was talking’ with representatives of the rail- 
road when the crash came. He was thrown 
through a window and landed on a pile of 
rocks. He says he was dazed but as soon as 
he recovered he began the work of reacue. 
He kicked in windows not already broken 
and dragged women out. 

Dr. Coxton, a woman dentist of Utica, was 
one of those who had a narrow escape. She 
did heroic work among the injured and to her 
efforts many of the imprisoned passengers 
owe their lives. 

When a train carrying the injured reached 
Easton, ambulances and motor cars were on 
hand to get them to the hospital! with all pos- 
sible speed. The sisters and nurses at the 
institution had prepared for their coming. 


Party Leaves from Utica. 

Utica, N. Y., April 20.—More than 100 
teachers from the public schools of this city 
left the Lackawanna station here at 8 a. m 
on a special vestibule excursion train bound 
for Washington. 

In the party were twenty teachers from 
the Syracuse public schools, six teachers 
from Waterville, N. Y., and about fifty rest- 
dents of Utica, New Hartford, Rome, Nor 
wich, and other points. 

The teachers had planned to spend the 
coming week in sightseeing’ in the capital 
city, and on Tuesday next week were to 
heve beén the guests of Vice President and 
Mrs. James 8S, Sherman, both [f whom are 
Uticans. General Passenger Agent Cum- 
mings of the Delaware, Lackawagna and 
Western accompanied the party. 

Early reports said that Vice President 
Sherman was on board the wrecked train, but 
he did not leave Utica, delaying his depart- 
ure. 

“Tt is a terrible thing’ said: Mr. Sherman 
tonight. ‘‘I am sincerely sorfy and I hope 
there will be few deaths.” 

Miss Eleanor Rutherford, who died in the 
Easton hospital tonight, was principal of 
“ one of the public schools in Utica. Frank 
W. Rutherford, a brother, has left for 
Easton. 


WIRE STRIKES THIRD RAIL. 

New York, April 29.—Three men were killed, 
a fourth was mortally injured, and four 
Others badly hurt on the New York Central 
railroad near Spuytenduyvi) when a falling 
telegraph pole threw a steel guy wire they 
grasped across the third rail. A current of 
12,000 volts was sent through them. 


Chicagoan Is Killed in Wreck. 
Tampa, Fla., April 29.—Walter Hagens of 
Chicago was killed and T. F* Cool, baggage- 
master, was fatally injured when Coast Line 
train No. 39, from Jacksonville to Tampa, was 
wrecked near Odessa tonight. Twelve pas- 
sengers were seriously injured. 


GOTTSCHALK, ILL, IS COMING 
TO END HIS DAYS IN CHICAGO. 


Baritone Singer and Head of Lyric 
School Finds Sojourn on Coast.of No 
Benefit to Health. 


Portland, Ore., April 29.—[Specia!.]—Fai}- 
ing to recover his health in Portland, L. 
Gaston Gottschalk, baritone singer. has left 
* for Chicago to spend- probably his last days 
among old associates and in a familiar en- 
vironment. This statement was made today 
by his physician, Dr. A. Beaumont. Mr. 
Gottschalk is troubled mith @ serious affec- 
tion of the throat., 

He came here last October, giving up his 
work as head of the Gottschalk Lyric school 
of Chicago to live in a milder climate.

Says Heads of Households Should 
Concede Rights of Workmaids Are 
Entitled to Be Respected. 


New York, April 29.—[Special. ]—A solution 
of the servant probiem is offered in a report 
gent to Mayor Gaynor today by Herman Rob- 
inson, commissioner of licenses. Mr. Rob- 
inson licenses all kinds of employment 

agencies and in his report for the.license year 
ended Apri! 30, he says, while the number of 
young girls seeking positions as stenogra- 
phers and typists at $6 and $8 weekly in New 
York is far in excess of the demand, the nu 
ber of domestic servants Is diminishing toa 
painful extent. 

“The dependent status of the household 
servants,” he says, “is responsible and until! 
employers place them an the same footing as 
working women in other walks of life the 
ecarcity will continue. The nearest heads of 
households can come to solving the problem 
for themselves is not to try to show the serv- 
ant that she is menial, but freely to concede 
she has rights which should be respected. 

“ It ie clear that the working hours of sery- 
ants. as wel! as their periods of recreation, 
__ Must be better systematized then at present:

TO‘FREE’ TILDEN? 


Healy to Attack Validity of 
Process by Which Packer 
Was Liberated. 

\ . 
TIME OF ARREST AN ISSUE 


Charge to Be Urged That State- 
ments Made in Petition 
Were False. 


The fact that Edward Tilden was given his 
liberty on a writ of habeas corpus nearly one 
hour before he actually was placed under 
arrest is to be made a chief issue in the 
arguments in the habeas torpus case wher 
that matter comes up before Judge Petit on 
Monday. — 

If Judge Petit holds that the actual arrest 

should have preceded the issuance of the writ, 
then it may become necessary again to g0 
through the whole “ cercinony ” of freeing 
him. 
\ This “ceremony” will consist of filing a 
new petition for a writ and the issuance of 
the writ upon this new petition. The petition 
will be identical with the one upon which the 
present writ is predicated except that the 
dates will be different. An internal difference 
will be that the allegations of the new, pe- 
tition relating to the arrest of Mr Tilden will 
be true. 

Mr. Tilden’s cause will be pleaded before 
Judge Petit by ex-Judge Nathaniel C. Sears 
and ex-Judge John Barton Payne, the latter 
president of the south park board. 

To secure the writ of habeas corpus Mr. 
Tilden swore he was under arrest, 4mpris- 
oned, detained, restrained of his liberty, etc., 
by E. H. Hatfield, assistant sergeant at arms 
of the senate. 

Mr. Hatfield has ‘stated that he did not 
arrest Mr. Tilden until about an hour after 
the sworn petition containing the above state- 
ments Was presented to Judge Petit. 


Thinks Habeas Corpus Right Perverted. 

Attorney John J. Healy ts expected to 
argue to the court in behalf of the senate 
that this inversion of the usual procedure 


’ mullifies the writ, although Mr. Tilden’s coun- 


sel regard the discrepancies between the 
sworn allegations and the facts as mere tech- 
nicalities. If the point is insisted on they 
expect no more serious consequences than 
the necessity of preparing another and more 
-accurate petition for Mr. Tilden to swear to 
and for the judge to act on. 

Mr. Healy takes an entirely different view 
of the matter. He will argue that the pro- 
cedure in the Tilden case was a perversion of 
the right of habeas corpus. 

Judge Petit has expressed the opinion that 
the impending service of a warrant already 
issued would be sufficient to justify the is- 
suance of a writ of habeas corpus, but he 
has not expressed his opinion on the effect of 
untrue statem®nts in a sworn petition. 


Lawyers Find Cases Postponed. 

There were no developments in _ Judge 
Petit’s courtroom yesterday, except that law- 
yers found their cases could not be set for 
next week on account of the time which the 
cegurt expects to devote to the Tilden hearing. 

Christian F. Wiehe, brother-in-law of Ed- 
ward Hines, was there early, ensconced on a 
bench. Attachés of the court say that ne has 
been In the room frequently in the last feu 
days. To them he has explained tha* he is 
interested in a kidnaping case, in which Mrs. 
Hines figures. 

At the Helm committee hearing on Wecnes- 
da}, Mr. Wiehe sald that. in the rdle of 
miessenger for Mr. ‘Hines he had assisted in 
tae Lorimer affair even to the extent of try- 
ing to get witnesses out of the state at Mr. 
Wines’ orders. 


Believes Defense All Technical. 

Mr. Healy's address to the senate iast 
Wedmesday indicated that to his mind the 
Tilden defenses are choice specimens of the 
genus technicality, 

Such is the contention that the Helm sub- 
peena is invalid because ‘not signed by the 
president of the senate, as provided by one 
of the rules of that body, he contends. Itisa 
question of whether a rule of the senate is 
superior to the statutes of the legislature 
and a formal resolution of the senate, for by 
both of these the chairman of the He!m com- 
mittee is authorized to sign subpcenas. 

The most extraordinary objection to the 
further annoyance of Mr. Tilden by thaHelm 
*committee or the state senate, however, 
is the assertion that the senate has no power 
to investigate the acts of previous genera] 
assemblies. This, if upheld, would bring 
any investigation of the Lorimer election or 
of the jackpot to a dead stop. 


Senate the Final Judge. 

Mr. Healy, however, in his speech to the 
senate, took the position that the senate, 
as the absolute and final judge of the quali- 
fications of its own members, might investi- 
gate their action in any regard, and certainly 
"thei: records as senators in previous genera] 
assemblies. 

As to the matter of books and papers, it 


this question was legally raised by the action 
taken Wednesday. The issue now is simply 
whether Edward Tildcen is bound to respond 
in person to a subpoena of the senate. The 
propriety of requiring the production of his 
books and papers will not arise until he is 
brought before the bar of the senate, askeg 
for his bank records and refuses to produce 
them

Lively Chase Through Hotel. | 

The clerk took the card and signaied fur 
assistance. Then he talkegd with the un- 
‘couth intruder until Thomas Clifford, the 
door footman, and Peter Lang, 
starter, had comein. They stepped upto tric 
man and told him he had better go out. 

*T’ll go when I see Mrs. Beimont. Beat it!” 
he snarled back at them. 

Clifford called House Detective Imane. By 
the time Lane arrived the women guests in 
the lobby were making for the elevators. 
Lane directed a maneuver that in some circles 
is described as *‘ the bull’s rush.” The long- 
haired wild man was shot out the door as if 
he had been a sack of oats. He landed on the 
pavement in a heap, but he instantly scram- 
bled to his feet anc sprinted around to the 
Fifth avenue corner. 

Lane, Clifford, and Lang followed and they 
were only a few paces behind him when he 
shot headlong through the entrance on the 
Fifty-cighth street side.

“Men who are constant contributors to

NEW STRUCTURES? 


Architects Threaten. to Put 
Up $40,000,000 Worth of: 
Buildings That Way. 


SEEK TO STOP WALKOUT.. 


Plumbing Contractors Told to 
Patch Up Labor Troubles or 
Work Will’ Go On. 


Forty milion dollars’ worth of buildings 
ranging in size from modest private resi- 
dences to huge skyscrapers—stand a chance 


of being conatructed in Chicago within the | 


next six montha complete in every respect 
except that mot one of them will have a sin- 
gle foot of plumbing in it. 

This remarkable state of affairs developed 
yesterday in the jurisdictional controversy 
between the International Association of 
Steamfitters and the United Association of 
Plumbers, when leading Chicago architeots 
threatened to rdoognize the former union. 

The architects asserted they would finish 
ali buildings in every particular with the 
exception of the plumbing, and then compel 
the boss plumbers’ by court mandate to fulfill 
their contracts, Such a proceeding would 
necessitate the buildings being practically 
torn to pieces to i li the plumbing. 


How the Trouble Started, 

Trouble between the architects and plumb- 
ers arose when the plumbers notified the 
architeots that if internationa] steamfitters 
were employed instead of steamfitters from 
the United association that the /plumbers’ 
union would strike. This caused violation of 
agreements between contractors and the In- 
ternational! steamfitters. 

Most of the building trades, including the 
lathers, plasterers, carpenters, bricklayers, 


building laborers, and hoisting engineers, im- 


mediately afftliated with the International 
steamfitters. During the last three days con- 
struction work on fifty-seven different pulld- 
ings has stopped because of sympathy strikes 
favoring the steamfitters. It is estimated 
that 5,000 men are out of employment be- 
cause of these strikes. 


General Lockout Is Threatened. 

Unless the differences are settled by next 
Tuesday the contrattors have stated that 
they will order a general lockout on all 
buildings under constrpction until peace is 
restored. This would mean that about 40,000 
men would be thrown out of employment, 
It was to avert the general lockout order 
that the arohitects got into the game.

they know their Chicago well. 


Hidden Away for Six Years. 

Potthast has been running his sub-State 
street resort for six years, but not more than 
one in a hundred of the bibuleus explorers 
whoge proud boast ig that they have drank in 
every saloon in the downtown district has 
ever set foot in its secluded precincts or eves 
knows that it is there. 

The exact way to describe the entrance inte 
Potthast’s underground drinking place is te 
say that it begins where the entrance to the 
Van Buren street ‘‘L” station leaves off. 
If you walk around behind the elevated stairs 
at the northwest corner of State and Vap 
Buren streets you will find what looks exact- 
ly like a hole in the ground. It is cut under 
the elevated entrance and descends quietiy 
and unobtrusively into the murk. There are 
no garish lights to herald [t toa thirsty worid. 
It shrinks modestly from publicity, 


Hard to See by Day. 

During the daylight a peculiar combination 
of shadows distracts attention from the en- 
trance to this underground ladder. At night 
@ dim light shines at the lower steps and 
even this cannot be seen before the descent 
is begun. The staircase is narrow, it falls 
away almost as perpendicularly- as an up- 
right ladder, and there is nothing to clutch 
for support ae one descends save cold, damp 
cement walls on either side. 

The entrance to this mysterious staircase 
ig at the northwest corner of State and Van 
Buren streets underneath the stairway which 
leads to the elevated station. A newsboy’s 
stand is at one side, the street curb and a 
portion of the framework of the elevated 
structure protect the other. Thousands of 
persons pase dally without having seen it. At 
night it is absolutely protected. 

At the foot of the stairway a narrow door 
swings nolselessly. The lightefrom the room 
beyond it are shaded by screens so they came 
not flash on the foot of the stairway whea 
the door swings open. 


Wine Room Draws Motley Growd. 

Twenty feet below State street is the wine- 
room to which this strange stairway opena 
Last night saw a motley assemblage of men 
and women there Twenty tables had girig 
and their escorts seated beside them Wine 
an4 whisky were seryed by walters who 
moved about silent footed. 

The ceiling of the place is low and the walig 
are covered with photographs, tllustrations 
from sporting magezines, and theatrical) post 
ere. There ig no music in this wineroom. 
Footfalle of persons walking on the sidewalk 
above cam be heard distinctly. From early 
last evening until long after midnight the 
place waa crowded. 

The sidewalk staircase is not the only exit 
fram this little known wineroom. Back from 
the street another swinging doorway leads 
into a bagement oyster house and nestau- 
rant conducted by Fred Potthast, who is 
the owner and manager of six enloons and 
cigar stores in various parts of the business 
district. 

“T had that stairway cut down there six 
years ago,’’ said Potthast. “ It has attracted 
Mttle attention. A person can enter the 
stairway without atrecting attention and 
can leave it the eame way. I got a permit 
from the city for ite construction and I a!so 
pay the city $850 a year for the use of the 
space beneath the sidewalk.”

Records Show Badger Senator | 


Was Legislator Before He 
Was a Citizen. 


TOOK OUT PAPERS IN 1870. 


Made Trip in Secret to Milwau- 
kee to Hide Facts from 
Townsmen. 


Isaac Stephenson, United States senator 
from Wisconsin, served two terms in the 
legislature of that state before he became 
a@ citizen of this country. 

For nineteen years he continued to accept 
honors from the people of Marinette county 
while still an alien and a subject of Queen 
Victoria. 

Finally, after his timber land holdings in 
northern Wiscofisin and Michigan had grown 
to large proportions and he had abandoned 
any notion he may have had of returning te 
Mis native land—Canade—he went down to 
Milwaukee, which in those days of poor rail- 
road facilities and no telegraph lines was 
farther away from Marinette than it is now, 
and quietly put in ifs petition for citizenship. 

The news of this Milwaukee trip neyer 
reached the people of Marinette, the first in- 
timation that Isaac Stephenson lived so long 
@mong them without being naturalized will 
come to them today when they read it here. 


Facts Up to Legislative Committee. 

The facts are to be submitted to the legis- ; 
lative committee at Madison, which hag in 
hand the inquiry into Senator Stephenson's 
right to retain his seat in the upper house 
ef congress. 

They will be adduced as ancillary to evi- 
dence that has been gathered showing the 
Javish expenditure of money in connection 
with the senator's recent election. This evi- 
dence shows that Mr. Stephenson spent more 
than $100,000 in his campaign for the senator- 
ship and that his election was made possible 
after a protracted deadlock only by the ntys- 
terious conduct of three Democratic repre- 
sentatives in absenting themselves suddenly 
from the joint session of the legislature when 
their remaining there would have prevented 
him from getting the deciding vote. 

A man who made the statement under oath 
that he saw these three legislators paid 
$25,000 in a hotel some time later is now serv- 
ing a two years term in the Waupun state 
prison for perjury. 


Come from Senator’s Home Town, 

The charges relating to the senator's 
paturalization will reach the legislative com- 
mittee from Senator Stephenson's home town. 
Two residents of Marinette, who, with @ap 

TRIBUNE, were instrumental in unearthing 
the facts in regard.to Stephenson's naturali- 
gation, will lay the evidence that has been 
gathered before State Senator Blaine, who 
is chairman of the Stephenson inquiry com- 
mittee. 

The investigation into the senator's na- 
turalization records was begun in response 
@® rumors that have been current in Mari- 
mette county for some time that he never was 
naturalized. | 

The records of four Michigan counties— 
Menominee, Chippewa, Marquette, and 
Delta—and three Wisconsin counties — 
Marinette, Oconto, and Brown, were first 
examined, and no trace of the senator's na- 
turalization._ wae discovered. Then, in the 
records of Milwaukee county, the naturaliza- 
tion papers came to light. 

Isaac Stephenson made his declaration of 
intention in Milwaukee on Sept. 15,.1851. He 
was then 22 years old. Nineteen years later, 
May 19, 1870, he took out his second papers 
@nd became a full fledged citizen. The 
witnesses who testified as to hisqualifications 
were Harrison Ludington and Chauncey 
Simonin. 

During the period Netwean 1851 and 1870 
Stephenson laid. the foundation of his for- 
tune, which is estimated at from $10,000,000 
to $15,000,000. In 1866 and 1868 he served 
two terms in the Wisconsin legislature ag 
the representative of Marinette cofinty, 


Citizenship Is Questioned. .

HERB was much doing in an important 
way in real estate last week. There 
alsO was a large volume of trading in 
the medium priced and cheaper grades 
of property, well distributed both as 

regards location and character. 

Taken altogether the week made a satisfac- 
tory showing and in many ways gave evi- 
dence of the strong undertone as well as 
broadening character of the market. A few 
weeks ago considerable complaint was heard 
as to the volume of spring business, refer- 
ence being made particularly to the lot trade, 
but this practically has disappeared in the 
face of the rapidly improving conditions of 
the last few weeks. 

There has been a particularly good move- 
ment in acres, principally for subdivision pur- 
poses, but it igs reported that there has been 
more or less of investment and speculative 
buying, brought out by the tempting figures 
at which choice property of this character 
can be secured. In view of these prices and 
the city’s assured future, the wonder is that 
the buying in this field has not been on a 
much larger scale. 

Indeed, the general situation might well be 
called most encouraging, were it not for the 
shadow which the threatened lockout of the 
building trades casts upon the market. There | 
can be no doubt that these jurisdictional 
labor troubles have been a disturbing factor 
in the market for some time, and this has 
become intensified by the present acute sit- 
uation in the building industry. 

A lockout such as the memorable one of 
1901 would be a disaster at the present time, 
in view of the enormous amount of building 
planned, for the central district especially, 
@uring the present year, which will approxi- 
mate $20,000,000. Much outside building is 
also planned. .

Five Days Because of Pain. 


WEAK FROM LACK OF SLEEP. 


Papal Physician Is Optimistic and Re- 
gards Attack as Harmless.

ROME, April 29.—Desepite optimistic re- 
ports of the pope’s health, it is an open 
secret that he still ig suffering from an un- 
usually prolonged attack of gout. Theswell- 
ing of the right foot and knee has not en- 
tirely subsided, and the pain, although en- 
durable, is abating slowly. A slight thick- 
ening of the tissues and ..gaments makes his 
difficulty of movement noticeable. For the 
last five days he hase been uneble to say 
mass and has not left his private apart- 
ment. In granting audiences he sits in an 
easy chair. 

When the new Austrian ambassador pre- 
sented his credentials, the pope was carried 
bodily into the hall of the throne and, con- 
trary to his custom, he did not stand while 
replying to the ambassador. 

The pope is in low spirits and weak from 
sleeplesenes®. He often alludes to the re- 
cent sudden death of Mgr. Angelini, the 
Latin secretary, whose gout recalls an omi- 
nous coincidence. Angelini’s predecessor, 
Volpini, died shortly before the lest conclave. 

The slightest incident annoys the pope, in- 
creasing his genera) depression. A few days 
ago a plaster column supporting the lion of 
St. Mark fell at the ethnographical exhibi- 
tion and killed two workmen.

Jeweler Says That the Idea Origigated ' 
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REBELS SLAY CANTON TAO TAI 


Reported Again Making Trouble 
in Big Chinese City. 


U. S. GUNBOAT IS ON WAY. 


Chicagcan Reaches Hong Kong with 
Story of Crisis, 


HONGKONG, April 20.—Li, the taotai of 
Canton, has been assassinated by the rebels 
who are again strong. The gates of the city 
have been closed. The loyaity of the troops 
is doubted and this fear has caused much ex- 
cltement among the peaceful inhabitants of 
Canton. 

Refugees confirm earlier reports of the up- 
rising, which appears to have been instigated 
by anti-Manchus, who went to Canton from 
Macao and here and spread the revolutionary 
propaganda among the troops at a time when 
they were nursing several grievances. 

Hundreds of rebels have been killed or 
wounded in the fighting, which began with 
the attack upon the viceroy’s palace Thurs- 
day. Brig. Gen. Chung was mortally wounded 
while attempting té suppress the revolt. 


American Gunboat Is Sent. 

Two British torpedo boat destroyers have 
been sent to Canton from here and the United 
States gunboat Wilmington sailed today to 
give any essistance necessary to American 
citizens. 

A Mr. Babcock of Chicago has returned 
here from Canton. He found the gates there 
open and entered the city for some distance. 
He reports the eltuation there critical. 

Orders were issued to suspend navigation 
on the river after the outbreak, but the Brit- 
ish consul insisted that the vessels at Can- 
ton be permitted to take away tourists. 


Many Flee from the City. 

This request was granted and the vessels 
were packed with persons desiring to flee 
the city, while a million others crowded 
Shamien, the foreign concession on the point 
above Canton. 

Trouble in Canton had been long expected. 
The leader of the first disturbance Was ar- 
rested and his followers attacked the yamen. 
They set fire to the building, but while the 
flames were raging the viceroy and his fam- 
ily escaped by tearing down a rear wall. 


CHINESE FiGHT FOR FOOD. 

San Francisco, Cal., April 29.—[Special.]}— 
The army transport Buford, still flying the 
Red Cross flag, has arrived from Chind, after 
leaving a cargo of foodstuffs there for the 
relief of the famine victims In the Hawaii 
valley. 

Dr. E. D. Kremers, the Buford’s surgeon, 
attempted some relief work on his account at 
Nanking and had to be rescued by soldiers 
from the hungry mob that fought to share in 
the corn cakes he would have distributed. 

About 100 starving refugees had arrived in 
search of food. The doctor and Deputy Con- 
sul General Davis, touched by the plight of 
the sufferers, procured a supply of corn 
cakes. Wide-eyed, but in silence, the hungry 
horde watched the two Americans approach. 
They made no open appeal for the food, but 
every eye in that mob was fixed on the cakes 
piled in the arms of the white nien.. 

Dr. Kremers passed a cake to éne in the 
front of the crowd and in a second the whole 
mob fell on the man with the cake. The cake 
and like 
the starving celestials dived for the 
crumbs. With the idea of stopping the scrim- 
mage the Americans advised and started to 
pass out cakes as fast ae they could. 

Not one of the sufferers uttered a word, but 
each fought with all strength left for a taste 
of the food. Kremers and Davis were so 
hemmed in that they could not open their 
arms sufficiently even to drop the cakes. 
They were thrown down and would have 
been badly injured but for the arrival of a 
squad of soldiers, who had great difficulty in 
effecting their escape.

TORY FILIBUSTER 
NOW IS DEFEATED 


O’Connor Says Balfour Is 
Fighting Only to Save 
Face of Opposition. 


HOME RULE REAL ISSUE. 


O’Brien Faction Already Opens 
Campaign, Raising Cry 
of Oppression.

LONDON, April 29.—The weakening of the 
Tory filibuster in the commons against the 
lords veto bill, which began last week, be- 
came more notable this week. Indeed the 

fight palpably is nearing the end. 

This week's fighting was especially disaa 
trous to the Tories and particularly on the 
Irish question. A. J. Balfour renewed the 
attempt, persisted in so often already, to ex- 
clude home rule from the operation of the 
veto bill. 

This attempt was first made in the con- 
ference last year, and, indeed, the conference 
ig believed to have broken down on that 
point, the Liberal leaders obstinately and 
uncompromisingly refusing to make any 
such a surrender of the Irish claim. 


Will Concentrate on Ireland. 

Balfour, however, still persists in this de 
mand, the last hope of his party being that 
they can concentrate still against Ireland 
and stil) force the ministers into another gen- 
eral election on home rule with such appeals 
to racial and religious passions in England 
as to make home rule impossibie. 

The result of the debate on home rule this 
week did not lend any support to these tac- 
tics. Balfour was beaten entirely in the ar- 
gument and the debate was so tame that it 
was allowed to close after four hours, It 
now is evident that the veto bill will reach 
the house of lords at the scheduled time; 
that is to say, about the middle of May, and 
that the lords will thus have full time te 
debate and decide it before the coronation. 

The present indication is that the lords 
have abandoned the idea of a complete rejec- 
tion of the bill and will try to amend it out of 
existence, and especially will try once more 
the dodge of excluding home rule from the 
operation of the measure. ‘ 


Liberals Will Not Retreat. 

There is bess Chance now than ever of the 
Liberals accepting any such a proposal. it 
will be promptly tlung back in the iace of the 
peers. 

Then comes the problem of will the Liberals 
force new peers? All opinion now points 
to their refusing to push things to such ag 
extreme. My present prophecy is the veto 
bill wii be a law by the end of July or the 
beginning of August. 

When the veto bill is finished the real fight 
on home rule starts. The Tories, especially 
the Ulster men, already are flooding Eng- 
land and Scotland with innumerable emis- 
saries, spreading all kinds of calumnies, eg- 
pecially as to religious persecution. The gi- 
gantic sum of $500,000 already bas been raised 
to push this campaign. 


In the midst of this new demand on thelr | 


energies and financial resources the Irish na- 
tionalists were stariled by the statement of 
Moreton Frewen, William O'Brien's follower, 
that an Irish-American had subscribed 
through him $25,000 to help O'Brien's cam- 
paign. The donor’s name was not mentioned, 
but he is generally supposed to be a well 
known figure in the financial life of New 
Y ork. 
Good Support to Treaty. 

The chorus of assent to. the arbitration 
treaty of England and America found a great 
climax yesterday in the Mansion house meet- 
Ing, with Asquith and Balfour representing 
both parties. The feeling of the meeting wag 
unanimous and enthusiastic, but the Morn- 
ing Post, the organ of the rabid Protectionists 
and Tories, keeps harping against any pro- 
posal, making President Taft's action for 
reciprocity with Canada as the chief pretext, 

This discordant note undoubtedly repre 
sents the feeling of a certain section of the 
Tories, who see in the American-Canadian 
reciprocity a death blow to the hopes for 
a preferential tariff throughout the empire 
and are still unwilling to abandon Chamber- 
lain's policy. 

This group is not yet subdued and still is 
able to control a large number of Tories, but 
they are getting discredited and abandoned 
by Lord Northcliffe and his large group of 
powerful papers. In general the English 
feeling of all parties remains strongly ip 
favor of such a treaty. 


Natural Leader. 

It is significant of the immense strain which 
public life now imposes upon English pub- 
lic men that so many of the chief figures 
have been laid up during the last few months. 

Lord Crewe’s-iliness was evidently much 
more serious than was admitted at the 
time, for even now he still has to spend sey- 
eral months abroad before he can again take 
up the running in the house of lords. As [I 
have already cabied, his place has been filled 
with such marvelous and unexpected succesg 
by Lerd Morley that his absence does not 
inflict any less on the few Liberals in the 
house of lords, but he is neverthiess a loss. 

Lord Crewe, indeed, seems like Lord Lans- 
downe, the leader on the other side, the man 
of men whom nature intended to be a leader 
in the house of lords. Even his defects of 
speech help him to fulfill the task. He has not 
the gift of oratory; on the contrary, he speaks 
with almost sawdust dryness, he hesitates 
and stumbles; he is as rigid as a lump of Ice, 
he might be called even wooden; and yat, 
somehow or other, it all seems to fall in with 
the peculiar atmosphere of the assembly of 
which he is for the moment the chief figure. 
He always says the right thing and in the 
right way; he is lucid, unmistakably firm, 
and immo¥able under all his courtesy. 


And similarly with his appearance. He ig 


tall, has a long thin face with exquisite 
features, he is stiff as a ramrod, he seems 
incapable of ever unbending. 


4s & matter ef fact, Lord Crewe isa stm 
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pie and a modest man, but his rigidity of alr, 
the haughty distinction of his face, the wood- 

enness and reserve of his language, all sug- 
- gest him as an ideal mode! for the morgue 
which has always been considered the chief 
characteristic of the English grand seigneur. 

In singular contrast to Lord Crewe is the 
dainty little lady who is his wife, who has 
just presented him with an heir. The chil- 
dren of Lord Rosebery show in their appear- 
ance their different lineage in the Wooton 
father of descent so ancient as to figure in 
the old portrait gallery of Walter Scott in 
the days of the Stuarts, and in the Jewish 
mother-whose forefathers lived not more 
than a century ago in the Ghetto at Frank- 
fort. o 

Lady Grant Amiable. 

There is in most of them a certain aquilinity 
of nose, delicate and by no means pro- 
nounced, but just sufficient to indicate 
Hebrew blood. 

This is notably the case with Mr. Nei] Prim- 
rose, who is now in the house of commons 
and who has already given indications of a 
resolve and an ability to fight for his own 


political hand when his time comes. 

It is the same with Lady Sybil Grant, who, 
t2 addition to the aduiline nose and a rather 
oriental complexion, has something of the 
sweetness of person which was characteristic 
of her mother.

This also, I believe, is her character: A 
certain love of mischief, a keen enjoyment of 
fun, a subtle sense of humor, and a great 
dislike for dignity, reserve, and pretense.

One of the problems of the future in the 
house of lords is the position of Lord Hal- 
dane. As everybody anticipated, he is to the 
manner born there and looks as if he had 
been a peer all his life. The massive face, with 
the pronounced features, the almost owl Nke 
expression of gravity, together with the great 
big head, make this newcomer look more like 
@ judge or even a lord chancellor. Sometimes, 
indeed, Lord Haldane recalls the observation 
of Lord Thurlow, lord chancellor of the 
eighteenth century, that ‘‘ no man can be as 
wise as Thurlow looks.” 


Lifelong Opponents. 

Besides, Lord Haldane has always belonged 
to that moderate school of Liberals which in 
France is described as “left center.” 

Plausible, soft spoken, imperturbable, and 
strongly antagonistic to violent opinions and 
courses, Lord Haldane belongs to that his- 
toric type of Whig which is especially at 
home among the peers, many of whom, 
though Tory, have a certain remnant of the 
olf aristocratic liberalism that made the 
revolution of 1689, drove out James II., and 
established a Protestant throne and a modi- 
fied form of democracy. 

These are the reasons why people whisper 
that the transfer of Haldane tq the house of 
lords may have results greater than have 
already revealed themselves. In short, it is 
thought that he has been put there in the 
hope on his part and on the part of his 
friends that he will soon mount the woolsack. 

This, of course, he cannot do until the 
present occupant of that distinguished post | 
makes room for hi Will he do so? 

Lord Loreburn, t chancellor, and Hal- 
. @ane, the minister for war, are both Scotch- 
men and in some respects have the same 
typical qualities of their race—thrift, cau- 
tion, resolute ambition, clear heads, but 
over opinion, and they are irreconcilable. 

During nearly all their political lives they 
have been vehement opponents. Like Scotch- 
men and most Englishmen, politicians of all 
parties, the two men have always enter- 
tained in public the most decorous and even 
friendly attitude toward each other. That. 
sort of good form is one of the thing» that 
make political life in England so much easier 
and more pleasant than in many countries 
where politica differences usally unveil Bere 
sonal dislikes in more or less of an obvious 
manner. All the same these two men are 
sympathetic to each other and their antag- 
onism has only increased by the two standing 
go often in each otHer’s way. 


Some Doubt in Outcome. 

* What decided their fate was the split irfthe 
Liberal party over the Boer war. Haldane, 
pext to Lord Rosebery, was the heart and 
goul of the section which was known as the 
Liberal Imperialists. This group separated 
from the main body of the Liberals and sup- 
ported Chamberlain.in the war against the 
Transvaal.

Most Beautiful Royal Resi- 
dence in World Sacked and 
Ruined by the British. 


NOW RESTORED IN PART. 


Magnificence and Tawdriness 
Now Jostle Each Other 
There,

DELHI, Punjab, India, Feb. 25 —‘ Beg 
your pardon, sir. You are not allowed to go 
up there.” As I write this Tommy again 
steps up and says: ‘I must ask you if you 
are sketching? "’ 

This ts our introduction to Shahjahanabad, 
the fort at Delhi, perhaps the most magnifi 
cent palace in the world. We dismissed our 
gharri just outside the Lahore gate, one of 
the two great gates of the fort. We wanted 
to go up a little flight’ of steps to get a better 
view of the gate. 

For a quarter of a mile we had passed alongs 
a deep, rich red sandstone wall, arranged by 
projecting horizontal bands into -three sto- 
ries, the topmost crowned with’ scalloped 
battlements. A dry moat runs around thres 
sides of the wall, a parallelogram in shape, 
1,600 feet wide and 3,200 feet long. Beside the 
two great gates the wall is surmounted by 
kiosks at regular intervals. 


cessed, flanked on each side by an octagonal! 
tower. Enormous doors, plated with copper. 
let you into a great vaulted hall two stories 
high, 875 feet long. Were it not for the stroll- 
ing soldiers and half a dozen native shops 
with all their garish’ and hideous wares you 
might imagine yourself in the nave of a 
gothic cathedral. 


Noblest Palace Entrance. 

In spite of Tommies and cheap, nasty board 
partitioned shops, this is the noblest entrance 
to any palace. In the center the hall expands 
into an octagonal open court An opening on 
the left gives upon a wind swept, dust ridden 
area with hideous, ugly barracks, built since 
the mutiny. 

The scene on the right is one of disorder— 
bullocks and what appears to be Sepoy quar- 
ters. Before the mutiny this great hall 
opened into a splendid courtyard 350 feet 
square. Extending to the right and left were 
noble bazaars, like the hall, two stories high. . 
Court and bazaars have absolutely disap- 
peared. Only the Naubat-Khana, or Music 
hall, at the farther side of the courtyard, re- 
mains: Here all except princes of royal 
blood were required to dismount. Thisisa 
two storied pavilion with three arches. The 
second floor has five pointed arches, Theroof 
is of red stone, with broad eaves. 

A claptrap folding iron fence leads into 
the music gallery. In little side rooms, now 
beautifully whitewashed, is a museum of 
curios, a miscellaneous collection—fragments 
of sculptures, portraits of moghuls, plans of 
Old Delhi, and newspapers the size of shin- 
plasters, from the time of the mutiny. . 


Great Audience Hall. 

This central arch opens upon a rough, slov- 
enly kept grass court, surrounded by an ordi- 
uary iron fence. Outside, to the right and 
left, are more long rows of ugly barracks. 
straight in front is a broad, low, noble build- 
ing, the Diwan-i-Am, or great audience hall. 
This open space across which we are look- 
ing was once the second or great court of the 
palace, 385 feet broad, 560 feet long. Its sides 
were entirely inclosed by arcades. Of these 
not a trace remains. 

The Diwan-i-Am is 100 by 200 feet and is the 
most magnificent public hall built by the 
Moguls. A heavy yet simple and greceful 
stone roof with broad, overhanging eaves is 
borne by rows of columns, five deep, ten long, 
the outer columns being in pairs. The col- 
umns are so disposed that, seen from the end 
or side, the hall appears to consist of uniform 
series of corridors. Its proportions are per- 
fect; its arches exceedingly beautiful. It 
suggests power and majesty. 

The centre} arcade is deeply recessed, of 
marble. In front of this, resting on an eight 
feet high base, rises a massive canopy of 
pure white marble borne by four columns and 
surrounded by a low open grille marble rail, 
which also incloses the sides of the recess at 
the back. The base on which the pavilion 
stands is decorated with conventionalized 
flower designe in high relief. The canopy, its 
columns, sides and ceiling are adorned with 
inlaid work im semi-precious stones. 


Site of Peacock Throne, 

Under this canopy and facing the entrance 
once stood Shah Jahan’s celebrated peacock 
throne, so called because of the figure of two 
peacocks standing behind, with tails out- 
spread and so inlaid with sapphires, rubies, 
emeralds, and other precious stones ag to 
represent life 

The throne itself was of solid gokd, six feet 
long, four feet a. It stood on six mas- 
sive feet, also of solid gold, and, like the 
body, inlaid with rubies, emeralds and dia- 
/monds. Over the throne was a canopy of 
gold, borne by twelve pillars blazing with 
gems, and a fringe of pearls on the borders of 
the canopy. <A parrot, said to have been 
carved out of a single emerald, stood pe- 
tween the two peacocks. This was without 
doubt the most gorgeous throne of all the 
marvelous thrones ever produced by the east. 
Throne and canopy were broken up and car- 
ried to Persia by Nadir Shah in 1789. 

‘The wali of the recess behind the throne, 
of merble, wes highly ornamented with a 
series of black marble plaques, in which semi- 

precious stones were injeid, in, bird and 
flower designs. Even these did not escape the

In front of the base of the <hrone stands 
a marble table, about two feet high, inlaid 
with semi-precious stones. This was the 
seat of the wazir, the emperor's prime min- 
ister. 2

Behind the great audience hall was a 
garden court, with the rang mahall, or 
painted hall, straight hack toward the 
river. To the right and left extended a 
range of buildings, 1,000 feet in length, the 
rang mahall and garden dividing the palace 
into halves. The buildings on the left were 
for the use of distinguished guests. 
them Was a series of small courts. Among 
these buildings was the diwan-i-khas, or 
private audience hall. 

On beyond. in the same direction. were the 
formal palace gardens, adorned with foun- 
tains, pavilions, and kiosks of pure white 
marble. On the other side, to the right and 
occupying a block about a thousand feet 
square, was the harem and the private apart- 
ments of the palace, in size twice the area of 
the Escurial or any palace in Europe. There 
were three garden courts and a dozen or 
more other courts; not a vestige of them re- 
mains. If one may infer from structures 
built by the same emperor at Agra, the pri- 
vate apartments must have been as rich and 
as beautiful as the public apartments. They 
were in use down to the time of the mutiny, 
though they had probably been mutilated 
and altered to meet the demands of a de- 
based taste. It would have been simple 
enough to remove these accretions, but, as 
Fergusson puts it, the idea of doing it was 
far from entering the heads of government. 
“ The whole of the harem courts of the palace 
was swept off the face of the earth, to make 
way for the hideous British barrack, with- 
out those who carried out this fearful piece 
of vandalism thinking it even worth while 
to make a plan of what they were destroying 
or preserving any record of the most splen- 
did palace in the world.” :

Scarcely a week passes without the publica- 
tion of cable messages from Rome intimat- 
ing that Pius X., now 76 years of age, is in 
feeble health, and that his condition is such 


color is lent by the suspension of audiences. 
not only to those mengbers of the court of 
the vatican who are obliged to see him about 
current official business, but also to those 
pilgrims who in many instances have come 
from the other end of the world in order te 
seek the persona! blessing of the venerable 
head of their church. 

Even foreign bishops and archbishops who 
have traveled many thousands of miles in 
order to pay the periodical] visit to the pope 
that is required from them by the laws of the 
church, are prevented from seeing him for 
weeks and wee together, by the condition 
of his health, and are kept lingering on in 
Rome, at a cost of money, and, above all, of 
time, which might be more usefully,.employed 
at home'in the administration of their dio- 
ceses. and provinces. 

Pius X. is a martyr to gout. Moreover, he 
suffers from the lack of exercise, as well as 
from the absence of that bracing seashore 
air to which he was accustomed when patri- 
arch of Venice, and indeed throughout his 
entire ecclesiastical career, until his election 
to the chair of St. Peter. It is also alleged 
that he is a-sufferer from Bright's disease; 
and all this contributes to render him the 
victim of fits @& depression, which are inten- 
sified when anything untoward occurs that 
can be construed as of evil augury. 

Thus there have been several happenings 
quite lately which are said to be looked upon, 
not only by the pope but even by those around 
him, as ominous. One of them is the death 
of Mgr. Angelini, the prelate intrusted with 
the duty of writing the Latin letters addressed 
b:. the pontiff to reigning sovereigns and to 
the princes of the church. Mgr. Angelini’s 
predecessor in office died suddenly, a few 
days previous to the demise of Leo XIII. 

Then, too, there is the killing of a man 
through the fall ten days ago of a column 
in the ethnographic exhibition, the column 
bearing the heraldic representation of Venice, 
the city of wnich Pius X. was for so many 
years patriarch, and which he loves to this 
day above all others in Italy, as his old home. 
There are other things, too, of no great im- 
portance in themselves, but which neverthe- 
less tend to the depression of the holy father 
and to imbue him with the conviction that 
his reign is rapidly drawing to a close. 

Under the circumstances, the necessity aris- 
ing for a conclave, that is, for the election of 
a successor to Piux X., in the not distant fu- 
ture, is possible, and this being the case the 
phenomenal number of vacancies in the se- 
cred college vacancies which Piux X. reso- 
hutely, refuses to fill obtrude themeelves on 
the attention of all those who are interested 
in the affairs of the church.

In fact, there have been 
popes, such as, for instance, Nicholas ITI, 
who were electea by a conclave consisting 
of only seven cardinals; while in a number 
of other instances there were not more than 
ten or fifteen princes of the church taking 
part in the election. 

But Catholic means universal and inter- 
national, and sifhce foreign—that is to say, 
non-Itallan—Catholics contribute far and 
away the largest portion of the revenues of 
the papacy, and outnumber their co-religion- 
ists in Italy by scores and scores of millions, 
it seeme only right and fair that they should 
have a representation in the sacred college, 
which is the senate of their church, in the 
administration of the affairs of the latter, 
and in the election of their pope, at least as 
weighty and as effective as that of Italy.

NEW WARSHIP |S LAUNCHED, 


Armored Cruiser Princess Royal of the 
British Navy Is Floated at Bar- 
row-in-Furness. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE 

LONDON, April 29.—The battleship cruise 
Princess Royal, a sister vessel to the Lion 
was launched at Barrow-in-Furness today, 
The boat displaces 26.350 tons and has tur 
bine engines of 70.000 to 75,000 horse power. 
It is expected to make thirty Knots an hou 
and carry eight new 13.5 inch gune in four 
turrets. These weapons discharge a projec- 
tile weighing 1,250 pounds, which can plerce 
the best existing armor plate at a distanced 
six miles.

Forward Movement of Friday 
Continues on the Exchange. 


MANY ISSUES PARTICIPATE. 


Upward Trend Uniform and Broader 
than Usual Recently.

New York, April 20.—[Special.}—The for- 
ward movement with which the stock market 
closed on Friday was carried forward today 
and the trading besides being more active 
than any recent Saturday exceeded the totai 
for the previous day’s full session. Among 
the active stocks gains of a point or more 
were recorded in Canadian Pacific, General 
Miectric, Lehigh Valley, Reading, and Union 
Pacific, and fractional advances were made 
in many other stocks.

The possibility 
of decisions being handed down on Monday 
on the American Tobacco and the Standard 
Oll cases was given no consideration today, 
the expectation of traders being that a fort- 
night at least would elapse before the long 
awatted decisions were returned.

New York.—| Special Correspondence. ]—Only once in a long, long while is a Broad- 
way audience impolite to actors. Stage folk talk of the frigidity of our first night 
assemblages, which in point of fact are nothing like that. Instead they are quick to 
warm with the first glow of worth in a new play or its performance. -It is only after 
WRiting in vain for an artistic rise in the temperature back of the footlights that a chill | 
of solemn silence passes over to freeze the actors stiff. In stolid, brutal London I have 


séen @ parquet add jeers te a gallery’s abusive epithets. In risible Paris I have seen a 
play get wadded programs from the lower part of the honse along with  ettshidh® as 
missiles from upstairs, 

Similar bebavior is encountered by unsatisfactory plays in our Bowery infre 
quentiy, but blasé Broadway never loses its temper; and when on rare occasions it ridi- 
cules 4 show it is done to make the diversion that isn’t provided normally on the stage. 
Usually the contempt is undemonstrative. A hiss or a loud comment is hardly ever 
heard. ‘I'hat dead and gone bohemian Joe Howard used to speak right out loud about 
things he didn’t like, never leaving any one within twenty feet in doubt as to his adverse 

pinion and often making it audible to the actors. He has no snuecessor in such indeco- 
rum among those who go to the introduction of plays in our top grade theaters. 

What | have written is meant to convince you that “ London Follies” has had an 
unusual experience in Broadway. It has closed a season in one night that was expected 
to last all summer, so enduring was its fun going to be. Al! the hilarity was made by 
the auditors as a way to get their time and money’s worth of amusement. They be 
haved like those tormentors who go to vaudeville on amateur nights, or those who a few 
years back bullyragged the absurd Cherry sisters, and those others who, longer ago, 
made sport of James Owen O’Connor when he played tragedy behind a net for safety. 

Will you permit a personal reminiscence? O’Connor was a ludicrous actor but no 
fool, and he submitted himself to contumely for the money that was in it. He took his 
cue from George Jones, an eccentric lawyer, actor, and faker, who entitled himself 
Count Joannes. He had been a player of some account earlier in life, and his daughter, 
Avonia Jones, had acted with Forrest, Davenport, and tne elder Booth and Wallack. 
But when 1 knew him he was a frowsy wigged, soggy shod caricature of a crushed 
tragedian, borrowing dollars when he could but not scorning dimes. He was an erudite 
scholar and he amused Charles A. Dana, of whose Sun staff 1 was a young member.

‘The count had a dramatie protégé whom he called Avonia Jones the Second. One 
day after Mr. Dana had given him a dollar and I a dime he talked of this girl. He 
deciared in all seriousness that by a phenomenon of transmigration the soul and genius 
of his dead daughter were embodied in her; and that if the stage were not degenerate 
and its control utterly sordid she—— 

“ Count,” I interposed, * if you will support her in ‘ Richard III.’ I will provide a 
theater and a company.” 

Jones was a town guy, the Sun having made a byword of him, and a sudden 
thought came to me of the old fop mouthing and striding as Richard béfore a deriding 
audience. He was willing, but preferred ‘“‘ Hamlet” as giving Ophelia to his protégé 
instead of the meager Queen Anne. But I insisted on him as the hunchback monarch 
of monstrosity. He was keen to catch my purpose. 

* You’d make a bigger comic show of me.” he said. 

“"Twould be a smaller one of the young lady,” I replied.

Record for Disorderliness Established. 


We came quickly to half and half terms for a week, he to contribute himself and 
Avonia the Second and I all else. It was late in spring, as I remember, and the ald 
Bowery theater wasn’t in use. Idle actors were plentiful. Having made all ready, I 
had a few hours of financial panic, but it was relieved by a heavy advance sale of seats 
and we had a cram-jam opening, with Mr. Dana as a guest of honor jin one box and the 
others filled by big men of Wall street, the press. and the bar. Next morning no city 
newspaper had less than a column account Of-the guying of the Count Joannes, hardly 
a,word of whose spouting had been heard in the din of derision and whose every strut 
or stride had incited an outburst of mock applause and merry comments. How Jones 
felt 1 never knew, but he took his half of the receipts and wanted me to continue the 
engagement; but I turned him over to a real manager. 

Since that episode in the dramatic career of Count Joannes no audience has given 
such a disorderly performance in Broadway until the introduction of “ London Follies,” 
tor whom a fashionable sort of success was expected. Visitors to Paris find numerous 
reviews, as they are called, in which affairs of the stage and of other publicity are bur 
lesqued much as our musical comedies sometimes do it; but one may easily come away 
from London unaware that one theater of that dull, dun town has been devoted for six 
years to making fun of that sort—-as far as the king’s censor will permit. 

When | was there mockery of “ An Englishman's Home” had been rehearsed, but 
although the jolly Edward \Il. wouldn't mind it personally he thought the serious 
political lesson of the drama ought not to be derided, so an order of suppression wag 
served at the last hour. When the time came for the sketeh the curtain wasn’t raised, 
but a tremendous din of voices, clatter of commotion, and finally a volley of musketry 
surprised and puzzled the audience for five minutes. Then the manager came ont and 
said: “Our version of “An Englishman's Home’ can’t be shown to you as advertised, 
but we have kept our promise to perform &”

Lf, now, the whole of the imported “London Follies ” show had been given in that 
way, out of sight and unintelligible in sounds, it would have given less pain to the pere 
formers than it did, but the audience wouldn’t have got its money's worth of fun by 
ridicule. ‘The house was the one once famous for the Wever & Fields pieces, and the 
rounders of those days were numerous, I was among those who smiled superior as the 
onset showed four men dressed as pierrots and four women as pierrettes seated in a row 
minstre!] style; for hadn't I seen that sight at the London Apollo and didn’t I know the 
peculiar amusement that was forthcoming? The answer is that I did not. 

My pride as a traveler in foreign parts sagged and my biasé conceit slumped, while 
the songs and jokes of the first part weren't laughed at; but I said to one seoffer that 
“The Balky Princeas” would probably interest him as a burlesque of “The Balkan 
Princess” in the London manner, and to another that “The Land of Delft” would 
convinee him that—having seen it at a Lambs’ ganibol with the girl parts taken by mew 
—he was going to see it enhanced by the charm of femininity. That in a way proved

WHY THE JUUL BILL MUST. PASS. 

The opponents of a public harbor for Uni- 
cago have withdrawn open opposition to this 
great work and are trying to accomplish its 
downfall by indirection. They hope to ap- 
pease public opinion by the passage of the 
O’Connor bill, which authorizes the city of 
Chicago to donstruct the harbor, and to de- 
feat the Juul dil on the sophiam that the san- 
itary district is not theoretically the proper 
municipality to dothis work. They feel that 
the city of Chicago will have such pressing 
needs for money that it will never be able to 
finance the harbor. 

Ald. Snow, an ardent champion of the pre- 
rogatives of the city government, explained 
to the house committee on drainage and 
waterways that should both bills be passed 
the city of Chicago would have eighteen 
months time in which to begin the construc- 
tion of the harbor, and that only:upon its fail- 
ure to take up the work could the sanitary 
district undertake the work; and that if the 
sanitary district did actually build the har- 
bor the city of Chicago could take it over 
at any time by reimbursing the sanitary dis- 
trict for money expended. 

He also explained to this committee the 
condition of the city’s finances which rén- 
dered it doubtful whether the city can un- 
dertake harbor construction; while Trustee 
Healy explained that the sanitary district 
could do this work without crippling its ‘ac- 
tivities in any other direction. 

In spite of this lucid showing, Chairman 
Kleeman refused to allow his committee to 
report the Juul bill to the house. Itis clear 
that unless this committee reports out the 
bill in spite of its chairman, it will have to 
share with him the odium of defeating the 
interests of the state for the benefit of grab- 
bers after harbor privileges, 


GERMAN AND AMERICAN 
DIPLOMACY. 

Germany's objections to American diplo- 
macy do not rest on solid ground. If the 
facts regarding the potash controversy be 
as they are represented in the United States, 
the German authorities have yet to prove 
that the element of trickery was not con- 
spicuous in their dealings. When the com- 
mercial treaty giving Germany preferential 
rates according to the “ most favored na- 
tion ” clause Was in negotiation, a bill levy- 
ing an export tax on-potash, then pending, 
was withdrawn. Evidently there was an 
understanding that Germany would not im- 
pose this tax, ' 

After the treaty was signed a bill was 
passed in the German reichstag placing a 
penalty on the production of any mite in 
excess of a quota allotted by the govern- 
ment. The allotment then given to mines 
having American contracts was made at 
one-quarter of their sales to Americans, and 
the German syndicate mines were granted 
a quota sufficient te supply the world. 

If the American contracts were carried 
out, the penalty for exceeding allotment 
would aggregate, it has been estimated, 
$40,000,000, to be paid by American im- 
porters for the seven years covered by the 
agreement. The German syndicate mines, 
with a quota sufficient for the needs of the 
world, could furnish the total supply with- 
out paying the penalty, which is equivalent 
to $22 per ton. The price the Americans 
pay under their agreement for potash is $15 
a@ ton at the mines. 

If these be the facts in connection with the 
ease, it is difficult to see how American 
diplomacy can maintain that smoothness of 
courtesy demanded by the Germans. 


ADULTERATED APPLAUSE. 

If the esteemed members of congress can- 
not be persuaded to consider Mr. Victor Mur- 
dock’s demand for unadulterated oratory 
from the viewpoint of general public welfare, 
let them give a thought to it as it concerns 
them personally and individually. Mr. Mur- 
dock merely asks that if a speech be pub- 
lished in the Congressional Record under 
“leave to print,” it shall be labeled to in- 
dicate that it was not delivered. 

The license granted to publish without 
speaking undoubtedly is a protection against 
boredom, but it is full of pitfalls for human 
weaknegses. A statesman cloistered in his 
study in the quiet of a Washington night 
preparing a speech for delivery via the Rec- 
ord has temptation at his elbow. If he 
yield we find him bracketing at appropriate 
places in his manuscript the phrases “Loud 
applause,” “ Prolonged laughter,” and “ Ap- 
plause on the Republican side.” 

In the exultation of successful composi- 
tion his inflamed fmagination may carry

The candidates who pass the examination 
will not stand on an equal footing. Other 
things being equal the preference will be 
given to officers of the national guard. That is 
a legitimate preference. Next to those officers 
will come honor graduates of institutions 
which have army officers as professors, and 
next to them other graduates of such in- 
stitutions and members of the organized 
militia of not less than three years’ serv-. 
It will be interesting to see how many 
young men will turn away from the learned 
professions and a business career to make 
tle army their vocation. There is nothing 
alluring about the pay, which is only $1,700 
a year.

The ceremony ssigl toa +ietonta Sele onthe 
same place—that is to say, in front of the 
castle of Carnarvon, where Edward I. pre- 
sented to the Welsh people “a prince of 
Welsh birth who could speak no word of 
English ’'—namely: his baby son. 

Hitherto no Prince of Wales ever has been 
able to speak that language of which the 
Weigh are so inordinately proud and so pas- 
sionately fond, and that King George should 
have caused hig eldest son to take the trouble 
of learning most difficult yet musical 
of tongues is a compliment and a token of 
sympathetic interest on the part of the reign- 
ing house which cannot fail to increase Welsh 
loyalty to the crown.

One cannot quite step over it, but still it 
does not take long to go round it, especial- 
It embraces an area of 
about 300 square miles, and a population of 
something over 70,000, of which a consider- 
able majority are women. This latter feature 
constitutes a peculiarity of most of the small 
independent states of Germany, for one rea- 
son or another, and the men there are con- 
sequently treated with much more consider- 
ation than elsewhere, owing to the supply 
being inferior to the demand. 

The law prohibiting the use of automobiles 
in the principality when the prince was in his 
dominions was enacted on his initiative by 
the legislature, composed of fifteen members, 
of whom five were selected by the prince, 
five by the local aristocracy which formed 
part of his court, and the remaining five by 
the population in general. The motive given 
for the enactment of the law was the neces- 
sity of providing for the safety of the prince, 
whose life would certainly have been endan- 
gered had his horse taken fright at any 
motor, Consequently, disobedience to this 
law was construed by the local authorities 
as a felonious attempt on the old prince's 
life—in one word, as high treason. The law, 
at the instance of his successor, has lately 
been repealed, the new prince being himself 
an enthusiastic motorist,

Count Cecil Kearney, who has just died in 
London, owed his nobillary title to the 
papacy, by which it was bestowed upon him 
in 1868, and it has become extinct by his de- 
mise, since he has left no son. It is stated 
in the standard works of reference that the 
dignity in question was the revival of the 
title originally bestowed upon Martin, Kear- 
ney in 1741. But this is not the case. For 
in the first place the Martin Kearney in 
question, who married Lady Elizabeth Ham- 
fiton, daughter of James, sixth Earl of 
Abercorn, died without leaving any issue. 
And in the second place, the title of Count de 
Kearnie, which he received on the occasion of 
his marriage, was bestowed upon him not 
by the pope but by Louls XV. of France. 

The. Kearneys are an old but impoverished 
family of Ireland, and Kearney castle, near 
Cashel, of which but one solitary tower sur- 
vives, was aiready in existence in 1199. The 
Kearneys were for. centuries hereditary 
keepers Of St. fPatrick’s crozier, also 
known as “ Kearney crux,’’ and in a list of 
tithes taken from the registry of Cashel 
in 1648 on record in Dublin appears the item 
“Ten pounds paid to Mr. Kearney for 8t. 
Patrick’s rights,’’ as am ancient custom 
throughout the province. The crozier was 
surrendered by the Kearneys to the Roman 
Catholic archbishop of Cashel in 1849, and is 
incorporated in the pastoral staff of the afch- 
bishops of-that diocese, with an inscription 
setting forth the fact. The Kearneys have 
furnished several prelates to the Catholic 
church, and John Kearney was secretary 
of state to King James II., whom he accom- 

panied to France, his son amd grandson eh- 
tering the service Of France, Ambrose Kear- 
ney, an officer of the Irish guards of King 
Louis, being killed at the battle of Fontenoy. 

~~ 

The Kearney estates, which were mostly | 
. in the south of Ireland, have wholly passea 
out of their possession, the greater part of 
them having been sold to the Lords of Lucan, 
and to the O’Malleys, at the beginning of 
the nineteenth century, while the small rem- 
nants in County Mayo were disposed of by the 
late count under the terms of the Wyndham 
lamd act, 

France's new minister of foreign affairs, 
Jean Cruppi, like his friend and colleague, 
Deicasse when he occupied the post, has de- 
elined to take up his residence in the palace 
of the Quai d’Orsal, or rather in that portion 
thereof reserved as an official residence for 

the minister of foreign affairs. At the in- 
stance of his wife he continues to live in the 
Rue de Université, and in the salons where 
Mme. Cruppi now entertains her friends the 
poet Lamartine lived for many years ang 
wrote some of his apre works, 


In determining to pemmain there Mme. Cruppi 
has shown her excellent taste, For not only 
the palace of the Qual &crsal but also its 
furnishings and decorations, are calculated to 
offend every sense of refinement and ele- 
gance, representative as they are of the worst 
possible taste of the reigns of King Louis 
Philippe and of Napoleon HI.

“ Verily I say unto you, except ye be changed, 
and become as Httle children, ye shall not enter 


into the kingdom of heaven. Little children, of 


such is the kingdom of heaven.’’—Jesus, : 
ONCE had a silly book, compiled by 
rabid bibliophobiac, and entitied “ 
Contradictions of the Bible,” in which 
were arranged in parallel columns those 
texts which seemed to contradict each 

other, each sentence being set opposite its 

negative. The whole work was based upon 


the error that a contradiction is equivalent 


toa le. The truth, however, is quite the con- 


trary. Contradictions are the favorite meth-. 


od of wise teachers; they abound in Socrates 
andin Bacon 

Emerson said that “ consistency is the hob- 
goblin of little minds, adored by little states- 
men, and philosophers, and divines.”” And I 
have known but two classes of people who 
were absolutely consistent—idiots and dead 
men, 

The first is that when you find @ contradie- 
tion in a wise man or in a wise book, you will 
usually find midway between the two clash- 
ing statements one of the choicest morsels of 
truth, and one which could not have been 
expressed half so well inany other way. For 
often when a truth cannot be directly come 
at by a positive declaration, it ean be, as it 
‘were, pointed at by two counteracting as- 
sertions. 

In the two texts above, the apostle indicates 
that when one grows up he should cease to be 
like a child; while the master declares that 
except we return and become like a child we 
are lost. And the confusion of this is but 
seeming, for it may be loosed and made into 
common sense by two words that are in our 
mouths every dey—to wit: the words child- 
like and childish. 

To be childlike, says Jesus, is to be great. 
I have seen some great men in my time, and 
have tried to learn something of their secret; 
and I have never known one who was not 
simple, approachable, and with a child heart. 
Great speech is always plain, lucid, and di- 
rect. Great art ie least-ornatée. Great emo~- 
tions are downright. Whereas pettiness of 
all kinds is sophisticated, smart, adorned, 
perfumed, and jeweled, or wants to be. 

Childishness ig another matter. About 
nine-tenths of what we call sin is mere child- 
ishness, undeveloped morality, arrested eth- 
ical growth, a persistent child longing for 
gingerbread and gewgaws, an inability to 
appreciate the future, and a readiness to sac- 
rifice the future always for the present. 

Note some.of the childish things which we 
are to put away. First of all is crying, the 
most characteristic of all child faults. Ana- 
lyzed carefully, crying is found to consist in 
this: the gaining of what we desire by the 
use of our disagreeableness. It is the weapon 
of weakness. In adults we call it complain- 
ing, or pouting, or sulking. How many a 
woman gets her way by “the tyranny of 
tears’! And how many a man rules his 
house by sheer surliness! Such are but 
grown up “ bawl babies.” It is almost worse 
than wickedness; it ise meanness, and utterly 
despicable. Pardonable in a child of 6, It is 
unpardonable in a big, bewhiskered hulk 
of 46. 

Another trait of childishness is the desire 
to “show off.”’ Vanity, and love of notice, and 
the hunger for admiration is cunning enough 
in little Mabel in short dresses ang baby 
curls, but whem Mabel becomes Mrs. Q. K. 
Philander Jones, age 35, and is president of 
the Ladiés’ Aid, and the mother of four chiJ- 
dren, and the wife of the leading grocer, it 
becomes her mightily to “‘ put away childish 
things,” and especially the desire to preen 
and prance, and occupy the spotlight. Mod- 
esty and a modicum of humility ought to 
come with maturity. 

A. child, too, Is naturally egoistie in his 
instincts. Every child seems to be @ born 
predestinarian. I have had children at my 
own table, and I know that each seemed to 
believe, as his inborn creed, that he alone 
was predestined from the foundation of the 
world to have the largest piece of pie and the 
choicest portion of chicken. When we grow 


‘up this egocentric trait also is to be put 


away. A man ought to learn, with years, 
that ‘‘ there are others.”’ 

But that element of the child view which, 
if retained, works most havoc in us is, as I 
have hinted, the lack of power to visualize 
and realize the future. When a@ baby wants 
a thing he wants it now. The one thing he 
cannot do with grace is to wait. The present, 
the actual, hems him in and dominates him. 
With years ought to come that strongest in- 
crement. of spiritual power, the ability to gee 
the unseen; that is, to see how our acts will 
affect others, how the future. The greater 
a man is, and the maniler, the more he weighs 
these invisible motives and is.governed by 
them. 

For what isall deffling greed, and theft, and 
treachery, and sensuality, and spite, and 
fraud but a reaching forth of sightless and 


infantine desire, ignorant and heedlesg of the 


unseen thunder and lightning of the mora] 
world? And what are heroes but they who 


in one form or another, in quiet domestic - 


sacrifice, or in business ifitegrity, or in patri- 
otism, or in religious devotion, have “ en- 
dured the cross and despised the present 
shame for the joy that Was set before them "? 
Children are sweet, almost divine, even, in 
their innocent little shortcomings; but ft is 
because they are children. The wisdom con- 
cealed in the two contradicting texts given 
above consists in the truth that there is, in 
grown persons, a vast difference between 
childlikeness and childishness.

writes W. J. Henderson in the New York 


School

Gre kept alive by the rude process of 
thrusting hands into pockets and paying 
deficits, It ie quite true that the same 
process hae been employed to support or- 
chestras in other Cities, but only one at a 
time. And that is the difference. 

“New York has the Philharmonic society, 
the Symphony society, the Russian, Sym- 
phony orchestra, the Volpe orchestra, and 
the People’s Symphony orchestra. It also 
supports, and in this case the word is used 
advisedly, ten concerts by the Boston Sym- 
phony orchestra. In the neighborhood of 
200 orchestral concerts are given in this town 
in the course of a single musical season. It 
is indeed too much. The proof is foutid ta 
the resulta, for as already noted some one 
always has to foot the bill of losses. This 
is the fate of our own orchestral organiza- 
tions, while the visitors from Boston depart 
each season with a handsome profit. 

“ The, causes of the unfortunate loca} con- 
aitions are not all open to public discussion. 
But the onlooker may be permitted to ex- 
press the opinion that there are too many 
prima donne conductors in need of party 
backing. It would be « good thing for the 
musical status of thie city if the prima donna 
conductor were banished from ite activities 
entirely, and some good, sober, art fearing 
drilimaster provided with a good orchestra 
and all the other orchestras invited to call 
upon the musical union for employment. 

“If New York had one great orchestra and 
one thoroughly sound conductor, cherishing 


no appetite for sensation, no eagerness to 


bask in the limelight of feminine adulation, 
it would be one of the happiest things that 
ever fell upon this city. But it seems un- 
likely that such a situation can be brought 
about, at any rate while the present support- 
ers of orchestral enterprise are in possessioa 
of the field.”

In Paris last summer I tried to run down 
the post-impressionists to their lair, but it 
was vacation time for all of them, and even 
their dealers had shut upshop. I succeeded 
in finding one Matisse—a purple female of 
ainazing hideousness; one Gauguin—but he is 
scarcely of the group; two or three Vgn 
Goghs, and @ roomful of more or less recog- 
nized others. There were Cezannes also, but 
he is quite another matter; he died. years ago, 
and they have no right to claim him. 

Now and then I could see a gieam in their 
werk, a motive, a bewildered striving toward 
some remote idea; indeed, in some of Mr. 
Blvm’s work I can see it, though it never 
becomes an overpowering rdfiance. But 
mostly these things seem to me ae artificial 
as Dresden shepherdesses; work elaborately 
ressoned out from a theory. And what is so 
futile as a theory of either life or art? Any 
theory invented by a Mttle human brain is a 
bottle made to hold the sea.

At O’Brien’s gallery are three or four land- 
scapes by the late William Keith. One of 
green tone, somewhat more smoothly paint- 
ed than usual, is a beautiful example of his 
earlier manner; another in browns, with a 
shadowy greenish sky, speaks as well for 
his later style. Keith’s fame has had a 
curious history. He never sent to exhibi- 
tions, rarely bothered even to frame his pic- 
tures, was satisfied with his California clien- 
tele and the gradual invasion of eastern 
buyers. So it is only during the last few 
years that New York has waked up to him 
and begun to estimate his work at its true 
value. 

O’Brien has also a garden scene—a child 
among flowers—by Karl Buehr, formerly of 
Chicago, who ‘has been working a few years 
in Paris and Germany. The picture is beau- 
tiful—fresh, gay, sunny, full of poetic feel- 
ing, done with style. Mr. Buehr has evi- 
dently been studying to good purpose.

The Buck collection of American water 
colors, which was shown at the Art insti- 
tute last summer, is now on exhibition at 
Moulton & Ricketts. The collection is 
mostly sadly out of date, but it includes a 
delicious little Whistler, a fine Winslow 
Homer, a good Hitchcock, Bn exquisite 
Twachtman, a fair Wyant Lafarge abbey, 
and Blakelock, and good examples of Rosina 
Sherwood, Weir, Wiles, Rehm, and a few 
others.

Section 3—Plate must be firmly attached to front 
and rear. so that it cannot swing. Rear plate 26 
inches. above the ground; must be kept clean from 
grease and dirt. 

Arabic numerals 6 inches in height and %& Inch in 
width fold law called for Arabic numerals 4 inches 
in height and’ % inch in width}. 

Owner is not required to place any other marks 
-of identity on car. 

Section 4—Rear plate must’ be Nghted to be seen 
plainly at 150 feet... Rear Ught must be con- 
trollable only from outside of car. 

Section 5—Registration for dealers and manufac 
turers, $15 per annum; $1 for duplicate. Number 
plates distinctive from private owners. 

Section 6—Applications for re-registration must 
be filed not later than Jan. 10 of each year 

Section 7—Upon sale of a car dealers or manw- 
facturers’ plate must be removed and within ten 
days vender [sales company] must notify secretary’ 
of state, sending a fee of $1. Purchaser must reg- 
ister car as usual. 

Old dealer’s number may be used again upon aé- 
ditional fee of $1 and proportionate amount of 
Heense fee if new car Is of greater horse power. 

Section 8“Nonresident owners and chauffeurs 
exempt from sixty days in any one year. 


Speed Limitations. 


Section 10—Speed. Same as old law with om ~ 


addition as follows: 6 miles per hour at corners; 
10 miles per hour fn business section; 15 miles per 
hour in resident section; 20 miles per hour outside 
of closely bullt resident section; 25 miles per hour 
in the country. 

Section 12—Local ordinances prohibited. 

Xo owner required to pay any license fee tn 
excess of $10 charged by the state, nor to dis 
play any number but that issued by the seoretary 
of state, 

fection 13—Providees for a number of exarmnfners 
and examinations in various parts of the state 
for chauffeurs. No chauffeur to be licensed under 
18 years of age. A fee of $5 and a photograph 
taken not more than 30 days before filing of ap- 
plication must accompany the application. Al 
licenses expire Dec. 41. 

Any chauffeur operating a car while intoxicated 
will not have license renewed for a period of one 


year. 

Section 16—Rules of the road. Upon meeting og 
the road both parties must turn to the right sp 
as to pass without interference 

Overtaking a party the party in the rear must 
turn to the left and the party In the front muet 
upon signal turn to the right to allow free pess- 
age. 

Section 19—Disposition of registration fees. Pees 
for etamination and license for chauffeurs and 
also registration fees for automobiles [less costs 
pertaining to same to be deposited by the state 
treasurer in a special fund known as the road 
fund]. This fund to be used solely for permanent 
improvements of the highways of the state outside 
of cities, towne, and villages. 

Appropriation to any county for one year to be 
in the same proportion as the amount levied in 
each county for road and bridge taxes bears t 
the total amount of road and bridge taxes levied 
in all counties of the state.

Then to offset all this, in a récent number 
of a monthly magazine a city woman goes 
into raptures about the luxury of the 
country. She went to visit a friend and 
was surprised to find they owned an auto- 
mobile, went to the theater and opera-~—~ail 
things she had longed for but could not 
afford in the.city. 

First let us see about the young man. [| 
am going to quote the prices within 100 miles 
of this city. Boys of average size from 16 
to 20 get from $20 to $25 and those that are 
from 21 to 80 years get from §25 to $82 per 
month with board and laundry, also @ horse 
kept and a good shed'for his buggy—which, 
by the way, is of the latest design. 

They wear tailor made clothes and, to 
quote the boys, ‘all the swagger toge in 
sight,”’ and the most of them havea growing

near enough an employer even to geta ghost 
of a chance at something to do.” 

Just then a street car appeared In front of 
the plant headed toward the city, and both 
these young fellows broke in a run to catch 
it.

Which is just the point made 
by Dr. Theodore Siebert of Berlin, who for 
more than fifteen years has observed the 
dietary of noted wrestlers of the continent. 
Ernst Siegfried was one of the strongest 
men Germany ever produced, and he trained 
for three months with Dr. Siebert. Siegfried 
was allowed to select his own dietary, almost 
wholly vegetarian. Vegetables, bread and 
milk—and not a heavy meal at that—dis- 
tinguished the wrestler’s meals. At night, 
sour milk, a little sugar, and bread and bui- 
ter sufficed Siegfried, who on this diet de- 
veloped the greatest strength and wind of any 
man Dr. Siebert ever trained. 


But the German savant says that the idea 
of applying the Siegfried diet to other 
wrestlers training under him proved utterly 
impossible. Of five noted men each of them 
had his own diet, ranging from the vegetable 
diet of Siegfried to an almost absolute meat 
diet. Out of these fifteen years of observa- 
tion the German scientist advises every in- 
@ividual to be a-law unto himself in the mat- 
ter of diet. He advocates a simple diet, mere- 
ly, assurit.g the person who thrives on it 
that the fact should prove his sound con- 
stitution.

How Fashions Change In Bombs; | 


One May Get’Em Made to Order’. 
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‘FRED W. SANDBERG. 


DD though it sounds, it is an actual fact 
that there are fashione in bombs 
among revolutionists and anarchists 
as capricious as those ruling woman's 
dress. 

The dagger, for ages the favorite meang 
used by the various black hand tribes for the 
elimination of their enemies, has become ob- 
solete even among these worthies, and, ac- 
cording to the’ ethics of the " reds,” the sti- 
letto or knife has never been wide enough 
in its scope. 

The progressive twentieth . century | 
archist or radical reformer aims to kill by 
wholesale, and for this purpose the ideal 
weapon is the bomb. But successfully to 
carry out his plans, the vigilance of the 
police has forced nim to change both form 
and composition of his favorite means of de- 
struction. ’ 

The word bomb in the general acceptance 
of the word is a misnomer, at least as far as 
the late specimens of the: Spanish, Portu- 
guese, French, and. German’ article are con- 
cerned. Formerly people always associated 
a bomb with a sphere or cylinder of cast steel 
or iron, which: was at best a clumay affair, 
not only convene to handle but dificylt to 
conceal. . 

The anarchists of today have reduced their 
manufacture to a science, and the evolution 
of the modern bomb is an interesting study. 
In days gone by there were two recognized 
methods of killing by explosives. One was 
by the instantaneous expansion-of deadly 
permanent gases, enveloping and suffocating 
every living thing within reach, carrying 
with it, as a rule, a fetid, intolerable stench, 

and the other loading up the regulation eyl- 
inder with balls aad cartridges. 
“ * 
First Step in Fashion. 

The force and expansion of the ordinary 
powder were fortunately. limited and the 
damage from such bombs was relatively 
small. This was in the infancy of bomb- 
making. The first really important dis- 
covery in progressive explosives was made 
when the fulminate of mercury put in an 
appearance. It revolutionized the manu- 
facture of arms and gave the world the 
percussion cap. 


The Barcelona radicals in their recent dem- 


onstrations against the government used 
fulminate of mercury bombs. One of these 
exploded, killing nearly thirty people; an- 
other was caught in a woman's dress and 
picked: wp intact and is now in the govern- 
ment laboratory. Asa specimen of bomb 
making it is a masterpiece and shows the 
skill of an expert mechanic. It is made 
of fine steel, the halves being fitted to- 
gether by a nicely finished thread. Kk is 
provided with not less than twenty-six per- 
cussion caps. 

Bertilion, the famous French erlminal ex- 
pert, has established a museum showing ex- 
clusively specimens of old and modern 
bombs used by the anarchists“ for the prop- 
aganda of the faith."”” Ravachol was the 
first to take advantage of dynamite in 
the bomb business. He invented the “ ket- 
tle bomb,’ crude but extremely effective. 
He simply filled an iron kettle with dyna- 
mite, coiled a fuse-around the handle of 
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an innocent looking big ladle sticking out 
from beneath the carelessly fitted cover. 
He placed his “ soup’’ in the entrance toa 
house in Rue de Clichy, touched off the 
fuse, and blew up the house, killing a score 
of people. 

This was the beginning of the era of fancy 


bombs. A few weeks ago a prominent off- 


cia} in Lisben received what purported to 
be a sample of particularly fine coffee. The 
weight of the package excited suspicion, and 
it was carefully opened. It was an ingen!- 
ously made bomb containing a mixture of 
green powder, dynamite and sulphate of 
copper. 

The “sardine box bomb,” thrown in the 
chamber of deputies of Paris, is considered 
to have been the most deadly missile ever 
used. The explosive is supposed to have 
been pieric acid, prussiate of soda and ‘the 
famous green powder, separated by a pad of 


cotton saturated with sulphuric acid. It 
was Yilled with big nails. 
* ££ 
New Danger in **Canned Peas." 
e Innocent looking *“ canned green peas 
bomb” is, according to ane chemist, 
“the most hellish affair invented.” It was 


sent to a prominent hotel keeper as a sample.: 
He suspected something and, sent it to the 
government laboratory. 
contain a powerful explosive, and belonged 
to the class called “‘ bombe a renversement ” 
—that is, a bomb the inversion of which 
causes instant explosion. 

It is fitted out with a straight or curved 
glass tube connecting two, vials containing 


the ‘necessary acids. A wad of.cotton sepa- 


rates the fluids, and this wad in some in- 
stances serves in place of a time fuse. It 


was a bemb of this kind which caused the. 


terrible loss of life in the Central police sta- 
tion, of St. Petersburg not so long ago. 

At the close of a reception preceding the 
immediate departure of King Alphonso for 
Melilla a few weeks ago there was a mysteri- 
Ous explosion. Several persons were hurt 
in the room, but the police suppressed all 
inforfmation. It has leaked out that it was 
caused by a new style in bombs, this one be- 
ing a ‘“‘valise bomb,”’ fitted with compart- 
ments filled with explosives and provided 
with a time fuse. There have been found a 
number of *“‘ hat box ’’ bombs, also of similar 
type. They seem to be popular in parts of 
Spain and have also been found in Italy. 

In Portugal the police seized a number 
of “‘cane bombs.’’ These were not of a 
deadly variety, but more intended to cause 
panics. They were in the shape of fancy 
cane heads and filled with explosives without 
any slugs or bullets. In swinging the cane 
upward the head was released by a spring 
and could thus be thrown at-a great distance 
in a crowd, generally exploding in the afr 
with a terrific noise. 

The “lunch box bomb,’’ introduced with 
deadly effect in Paris by Vaillant, was a com- 
plicated contrivance and hag happily not 
been copied extensively. As minor novelties 
among the fashions in bombs are the cigar 
box, book shaped, champagne bottle, coffee 
pot, and other fancy shaped bombs. There 
are evidently bombs made to order to suit 
any special occasion. 
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Gulf Sponges Best in America.

of the farm’ in response to the aforesaid 

“artistic advertising.” 
The purpose of this article, however, is 
to Speak of an interesting industry which is 
centered here. Sponges form an important 


_ item of every day necessities, but it is quite 


possible that not one person in a hundred 
knows where and how they are obtained. 

Sponges grow to perfection at the bottom 
of the blue waters of the Gulf of Mexico and 
are found in greater abundance within a ra- 
dius of twenty-five miles of Tarpon Springs 
than élsewhere in the waters of the United 
States, and are of a superior quality. They 
are excelled only by those caught in the 
Mediterranean sea. 

Sponges are taken by divers who go down 


“tp waters twenty to fifty feet in depth. These 


Aivers often meet with exciting adventures 
and are constantly exposed to danger from 
sharks and other denizens of the deep. Their 


pay is based on the value of the sponges | 


taken and from $50 to. $200 a week. 

When sponges are first taken they are 
filled with animal life. They are washed as 
clean as possible, are assorted, and placed 
on “strings” four feet ten inches in length. 
They are then ready for sale. There are four 
grades, in the following order: Wool, yel- 
low, wire, and grass. 

The sponge market is a lot about.an acre 
in extent in the center of which is a largs 
building, or shed. The sponges are placed in 
piles of 100 to 150 “ strings” all around this 
buliding. The sale is conducted in a peculiar 
way. The buyers examine the sponges and 
when the auctioneer opens the market and 
calls for bids they write their offers on slips 
of paper and hand them in.: The auctioneer 
éxamines the highest bid, which may be re- 
fused by the owner, but the same sponges 
are not offered for sale twice the same day, 
They may be put wp once more, and if not sold 
then must be taken away and incorporated in 
a new lot. The sales take place on Tuesdays 


and Fridays, and the amount realized aver.

She shouldn't jump into it blindly or un- 
preparedly. Nor siould she jump into it, 
until she has laid up a certain amount of 
money aéareserve. A citadel is not always 
captured without some reverses. It is well 
to have a little extra ammunition. She 
needn't use it unléSs necessary; but without 
it she may fail right on the eve of suc- 
cess. By no means should she make the 
Plunge until she has some Money she. can 
draw upon,.if success does not come early in 
the game. 

But with this sure knowledge that her mo- 
tives are right, and with this preparation, no 
girl need be afraid to make the plunge.

BAR MISS MASON: In the Worker's 
Magazine of THe SUNDAY TRIBUNE 
of April 23 ‘‘ N. R.”” presents the salary 
question as the worker sees it. May I 
tell a “ee of pn: in my ex- 

perience? 


I took a position as stenographer under the 
sales’ manager at $12 a week. That was in 
September, and he told me salaries there were 
raised in January at the rate of about $la 
week. When January came no stenographer 
in the concern received a salary increase. } 
asked the sales manager about it, and he said 
he had spoken to the tréagurer about giving 
me a raise, but the treasurer's comment has 
been— 

“Why, Miss K—— has been with us four 
years, and we only pay her $138. We don't

Miss K-—.°’ 


I made no reply, ‘put that week FE investi- 
gated some ads, etc., and got the refusal of a 
$13 position. Monday mofning I told the sales 
manager I planned to leave that. week. He 
asked ‘‘ Why?” I wrote “ $18" ona slip of 
paper and handedittohim. He said, “ Wouic 
you leave me for a dollar a week?” and 1 
countered, ‘‘ Would you let me go for a dollar 
a week?’ He laughed and told me to go to 
the treasurer and present my resignation. , I 
got the dollar raise. 


Shortly afterward the treasurer’s stenog- 
rapher, Miss K-—, took another posses at

larger salary. The treasurer offered her ae 
much as the new firm were to pay her, but 
the new position had other advantages and 
she declined to stay. I was then promoted 
(?) to be the treasurer's stenographer and 
assistant, still at $18. When I had been doing 
his work for a year I told him I wanted more 
salary, as I could do more work than had 
hitherto come to that desk. He declined to 
give me either the work or the raise. That 
same day I answered a TRIBUNE ad, and the 
next morning the controller of a nation wide 
railroad system telephoned for me to. cali 
upon him. I got the position at a higher sal- 
ary, and when I told the treasurer I was leav- 
ing that week he offered to give me as much 
salary as the railroad office was to pay me. 
This was a good opportunity to present my 
standpoint and I told him I preferred to work 
where I didn’t have to ‘‘ sandbag’’ my em- 
ployer to get the increase in salary that my 
increased proficiency and knowledge of busi- 
ness enabled me to command. 

I went with the rallroad company and staid 
five years, and earned three raises, each of 35 
amonth, Then I left them to go where I'‘got 
more salary than any of the railroad’s stenog- 
raphers received. Because of sickness, death,

High Altitudes Being Explored; | 


Balloons Used in Investigations. 
; By GEORGE VAN 


IX nations are interested in a series of 


face, and so successfully are they being car- 
ried out that a mase of information concern- 
ing conditions existing ae high as eighteen 
miles up in the air has been sec Simi- 
lar explorations are being conducted in the 
countries named above and when these are 
completed all information gathered by each 
country ie to be exchanged with all other 
countries engaged in the investigations. 

‘The research is being prosecuted with thé 
assistance of “ weather balloone” which are 
pent aloft bearing in attached baskets a 
number of delicate contrivances for meas- 
uring whatever conditions are met om the 
trip from earth through the clouds and back 
again to earth. The experiments continue 
for two weeks, a weather balloon being sent 
up each afternoon during that period by each 
of the six governments. When the informe- 
tion thus gained is properly arranged the 
meteorological bureaus in each of the coun- 
tries taking part will receive tabulated copies. 

The Mttle balloons, which are six feet in 
@iameter, are so arranged that they will ex- 
plode somewhere far above the ten mile level, 
the explosive force being the hydrogen with 
which the bag ie filled. As the balloon rises 
the hydrogen expands, and at an slevdtion 
when the outside pressure is insufficient to 
counteract the outward pressure of the hy- 
drogen the rubber bag explodes. Thereupone 
parachute comes into play and the scientific 
inetruments, which have thus far been busy 
recording conditions, drift slowly to earth. 
The inetrumente are contained in &@ stout 
pox already addressed to the government 
bureau. A note addressed to the finder of 
the box instructs him to take the whole thing 
to the nearest telegraph office, collect §2 
for his trouble, and ship the records to the 
originating point. 

One of these balloons recently reached a 
height of eighteen miles before bursting and 
at that altitude the temperature was only 35

Buttered Noodles. 


Beat up three eggs and add flour to make 


dough stiff enough to roll out. 


This, rolled 


out, will make three sheets or layers. Place 


them on a clean cloth and let them remain 


until dry enough to cut. When dry lay one 


cleaning and pressing to be made as good as 
new. 

Shake the dress well. For slight grease 
spots rub thickly with powdered magnesia. 
Let remain for two or three days, then brush 
off. If the stain is bad rub lightly with weak 
ammonia water applied with a cloth. Re- 
move egg stains with common salt. Grass 
stains, also coffee stains. may be removed 
with a little alcohol, rubbing until no trace ig 
left.

If stains are obstinate place the stair ed spot 
Over a hot iron, cover with chalk, rub off 
with a clean cloth, and repeat until the stain 
disappears. 

Old frult stains may be removed by an ap- 
plication of strained liquid chlor'de of lime. 
But this may injure color of goods. Perspl- 
ration stains are hard to remove. Rub with 
peariash. Hang the dress in the sun and 
air fOr several hours, 

Alterations in style may be made if de- 
sired, and new binding and white lace collar 
and yoke will change an old gown's entire 
appearance. Press the dress well, using a 
good hot iron, but beware of scorching. 
Press on the wrong side always. placing each 


sheet on top of the other, roll together, and 
cut the noodles as: fine as possible. Boil in 
salted water. Have the water boil befuwe 
putting in the noodles. When done pour@nto 
a colancer to drain. Have a generous piint 
of bread crumbs which have been browned in 
butter, care being taken not to burn them. 
Put a layer of noodles on a large piater, then 
a layer of browned crumbs, another layer of 
noodles, and so on until all have been used, 
having a layer of crumbs on top. Put a 
large piece of butter in a pan and brown 
nicely; to this add a cup of cream and let it 
boil up two or three times; then pour over the 
noodles and crumbs.

She 
is so apt to rest utterly contented with dull 
knives and scissors, heavy fron utensils, worn 
out brushes and brooms, gummed up sewing 
machines, and choked carpet sweepers. She

argues that it is an econorhy of time to use 
things ‘as they are when she is in a hurry 
rather than to set aside a few moments to 
oil the sewing machine or clean out the carpet 
sweeper; and yet, at the end of her day, after 
she has sewed with a hard running machine 
until she could cry with backache, when she 
is sO cross aw irritable that Mr. Woman in- 
stinctively seeks the more friendly shelter of 
his club, she wonders what is the matter 
with the world, 

By household tools are not meant merely 
saws, hammers, axes, or awls, although each 
of. these is helpful, but there are so many 
things te save steps which are so inexpensive 
that almost any housekeeper can afford them 
and yet so few have them always at hand. 

It is such a common fault to think of orna- 
mentation first, leaving convenience to come 
in for consideration when it may. Your share 
in the matrimonial partnership is the success- 
ful management of your homes, and to secure 
this result you must have the proper tools, 
whether you are your own maid of all work 
or have a little fairy in your kitchen. Don't 
be inveigled into buying every new con- 
traption offered, but do get the todls you 
actually need, even though you have to gu 
without the long coveted picture for the 
Uving room wall. 

So many small and apparently trifling con- 
veniences are overlooked in the household 
régime, while, forsooth, my lady pines for a 
vacuum cleaner or an electric washing ma- 
chine. These inventions are wonderfu! labor 
savers, and I would advise every housekeeper 
who can afford to do so to have them, but let 
the one whose income is limited begin with 
the things more nearly at hand. Let her 
cherish the feeling that the careful manage- 
ment of the home is a profitable employment 
and one of the most important professions 
now open to women, and let her go about it 

with the same business instinct which prompts 
the carpenter or cabinet maker about to open 
up shop. 


Fragile China. 


By ALICE STOLL. 


A woman who brought delicate egg shell 
china safely from San Francisco to Chicago 
and from Atlantic City to Chicago, and who 
packed her china for transportation without 
any breakage, did so in the following manner 
without using exceisior and thus avoiding 
unnecessary bulkiness: 

Long before the time for packing she had 
saved and stacked all her newspapers £0 that 
there would be pienty on hand. She con- 
sidered small boxes safer for the purpose, as 
they are handled more easily. 

“Sort the china and glass so that delicate and 
lightweight pieces may be packed into the 
game box or case, and not hogether with 
heavier ware. 

Almost every household contains fine dishes 
end bric-ai-brac not commonly in use. Begin 
your packing with these some time before 
moving day, as they may be easily spared 
without inconvenience to the Yousehold, and 
prevent too great accumulation of work near 
the end. 

Take a delicate piece of china and begin by 
‘wrapping it in newspaper, doubling the paper 
many thicknesses and wrapping again and 
again, being careful to place extra thick- 
nesses about the edges, about protruding 
handles and knobs, until the contour of the 
. piece is entirely lost in the wrapping and no 
part with an edge or handle may be felt 


through the bundle. 


The object must be wrapped until no part of 
it whatever is distinguishable through the 
wrapping. Covers of dishes must be wrapped 
separately, and fitted into the vessels to which 
they belong, top downward, then the whole 
wrapped again and again into a compact 
bundle. While wrapping the article keep 
track of the handles so that in placing the 
bundle in the box it may be laté without un- 
due pressure of other bundles against the 
deHcate parts. Before packing a box, as- 
semble all the bundles which are «xrected to 
be packed into it in order that they may be 
fitted in the best possible way. 

There is always some little niche or space 
between packages of different shapes and 
sizes. Fil} in every space or hollow with 
paper pushed in until the mass is solid and 
immovable. The more compact the packing 
the safer the contents of the box. Where 
packages do not seem to fit in because of 
shape or size. change the bundles about until 
a place is made where they are sure to fit. 
When a box is filled see that everything is 
wedged in tight and immovable. 

The box may then be chosed and may be 
safely turned on every side, and worry inci- 
dent to handling avoided. This mode of pack- 
ing besides being safe, economizes space and 
what is more important, avoids the litter in- 
cident to packing in piles of excelsicr, thus 
lessening work for housekeeper and janitor.

The Russian suits are as popular as ever, 
and deservedly so, as they are so comfort- 
able and have such a smart air. They are 


’ made with or without plaits, and open down 


the middle of the front or well to one side. 

A little suit for play time can be made of 
dark blue or brown galatea, the knickerbock- 
ers made loose and comfortable and being 
finished at the knees with a casing through 
which an elastic is run. The blouége is cut 
with a single box plait down the middle of 
the back. Thecloth is cut off the right length 
forthe back and then the plait fe laid and 
stitched. down to the low waist line before 
laying the pattern on.» If the plait is to be 
two inches wide fold the cloth together down 


the miédie and stitch two inches from the\ 


fold down to the required length. Then open 


- the box plait by laying the foid on the stitch- 


tng and pressing into place. 
» After this is done the pattern for the back 


$s laid on and the material cut. The fronts 


‘are made without any plaits, and the opening 
is down the middle. Before cutting the fronts 
out lay the hems, making them one inch wide, 
then lay the middle front of thé pattern 
down the middie of the width of the hem. 
Aliowance must be made for the hem around 
thé bottom on both fronts and back, one and 
one-half or two inches making a good width. 
The seams can be overcast after they are 
stitched, and then turned to one side and 
stitched a second time—this time from the 
right side. and one-quarter of an inch from 
the first stitching—or they can be felled as 
a finish. The side to be felled down should 
be left one-half inch wide: A smal) netch 
pocket, finished with a pointed top facing, 
and stitched.on the left side of the front will 
please the small boy and be a convenient 
place to teach him to carry his handker- 
chief. | 
The prettiest neck finish for this simple 


‘ blouse is a round turnover collar. The neck 


of the blouse should be carefully measured 


‘and the upper and under parts of the collar 


cut and stitched together in a seam on the 
wrong side, then turned to the right side and 
pressed into place. 

Im putting the collar on the blouse, pin the 
middle back to the middle back of the 
blouse, then each end of the collar should 
come exactly to the middle of the width of 
éach hém on the blouse. The hems should 
be clipped down one-quarter of an inch at 
the point where the collar ends, and after 
the collar is stitched om, the collar and blouse 
should be clipped down neatly to the stitch- 
ing at close intervals all the way around. 

After the collar is basted to the blouse a 
bias strip of the material about one-inch 
wide should be basted in position and stitched 
in a seam with the collar. Then the facing 
is turned down over the seam, stretched 
slightly on the lower edge, and hemmed 


‘Gown over the seam by hand. 


The one piece sleeves are set intoa straight 
band cuff, and the fullness at the hand is 
either gathered or laid in plaits to a deep 
cuff depth. If the stitched plaits are de- 
sired they are usually started at the fold at 
thie outside of the sleeve in a boxplait, then 
side plaits are laid either side. There is 
danger of getting the sleeve too tight, so 
they should first be basted and tried on, al- 
lowing plenty of room. The plaits are laid 
deeper at the wrist than at the other end. 

An attractive suit in some plain color can 
be made with the regulation bloomers, and 


the little blouse made to open near the end —

over follows the line of the shoulder seam 
and then follows a perfectly straight line to 
the bottom. The edge is finished with em- 
broidered scallops, and for warm weather 
the neck can be finished without a collar, and 
have the scalloped edge. 

Another attractive design shows the knick- 
erbockers, with a loose sallor blouse which 
slips on over the head and falls nearly to the 
edge of the knickerbockers. This blouse fol- 


“lows the popular idea of cutting sleeves itn 


oné with the blouse, and these little sleeves 
can be left short, and the detachable shield 
finished without the standing collar, making 
dt ideal for the warm summer days. 

A deep yoke ending in a slight point in the 
middle front and back, and reaching across 
under the arms, forms part of the blouse 
and the best way to cut the garment is to cut 
the yoke and sleeves in one, and set onto the 
body part. The lower edge of the yoke can be 
turned. in and laid on to the body of the 
blouse, basted, and stitched close to the edge, 
and then, turning the blouse wrong side out, 
the upper edge of the body of the blouse is 
turned in and stitched through to the yoke. 
One-half inch allowance will be enough to 
make on the blouse, and then when the little 
edge is turned in and the stitching done, the 
two rows should be parallel and be one- 
quarter of an inch apart. 

A sailor collar is the correct finish at the 
neck, and this should be cut wide enough 
to reach across the back and fn length ehould 
show about an inch of the yokeat the bottom. 
A narrow belt which laps by in the middle 


of the front, and has pointed ends, is worn 


with the suit. 

While on the subject of the play clothes, 
mention must be made ‘of rompers. There 
surely has never been a garment which gives 
better satisfaction than this. They are suit- 
able for boys and girls alike, and are easy to 
make and put on. : 

Gingham, chambray, or some cloth not too 
heavy seems more suitable than galatea or 
similar materiale, and the best kind are those 
made with the circular bloomers. This elim- 
inates al) unnecessary fullness around the 
weist and at the same time allows enough 
for ease and comfort. 3 


The front of the waist is made with a plait . 


on each shoulder, stitched to a yoke depth, 
and the backs are cut plain’ The neck can 
be left round, or cut square, and in either 
evem, finished with a fitted facing put on the 
right side. Where the material is plain, this 
facing, the sleeve and weist bands are pretty 
made of a plaid. For comfort during the 
warm weather meke the sleeves short, finish- 
ing them above the elbow. The waist but- 
tons down the back and is faced across the 
lower edge. 

The bloomers across the back are set into 
a band and button to the waist in the middle 
and again at the underarm seams. The band 
instead of finishing at the under arm seame, 
extends around the body and buttons in the 


* middle’ of the front, in this way covering the 


belt, which joine bloomers and weist. The 
legs are gathered into bands, or finished with 
a casing through which elastic is run. 

The mercerized poplins are particularly 
pretty for party or dressy suits for small 
boys, and the styles are easily copied by the 
home sewers. One attractive sult is on the 
style of a Russian blouse in a light shade of 
tan. The sailor collar is of white silk, em- 
broidered in shades of tan and brown, and 
with this is worn a white kid belt. 

Another way to make white linen sults, on 
the order of a Russian blouse, having one 
box plait in the middle of the back and three 
in the front. One plait is of course in the 
middle of the front, and the other two are 
near each shoulder end. The fastening is 
done invisibly under the middle front plait. 
A belt of patent leather or of the linen will 
be all right. 

Boys of 6 or 8 years look well in the 
Norfolk suits, and these are especially good 
looking made of heavy linen, pique or poplin, 
while small boys who have a longing for 
long trousers will be pleased with the “ mid- 
dy suits," having the “‘middy” trousers, 
and sailor blouse. This blouse is made 
straight across the bottom, has a pocket, and 
collars and cuffs are finished with three 
rows of narrow braid. On a suit of white 
galatea, a sailor collar of cadet blue linen 
and a collariess dickie and red tie make a 


perfect finish. The ‘deck’ suits are at- 


tractive also, and these are similar to the 
middy suit, only there are knickerbockers 
instead of the long trousers, and with this 
suit is worn a lanyard and whistle.

Whether it be a one piece gown or a talbored 
coat suit, this decidedly feminine touch of 
lace is needed at the throat to complete mi- 
lady's charms. But to purchase a supply of 
good looking jabots ts something of a drain 
upon the pocketbook of the woman of lim- 
ited means. And jabots that are a combina- 
tion of beauty and durability to withstand 
laundering or cleaning demand a goodly price. 
But no woman need be without a supply of 
- gabots if she is the least capable of wielding 
@ needle. Most charming neckpieces may be 
made at home with but little cost, and often 
from odds and ends of materiais that other- 
wise would find their way into the scrap 
Basket. What could be more charmingly 
fluffy and refreshing than a simple combina- 
‘ton of cotton net and valenciennes lace} 
This jabot may be carried out in white or in 
ecru. If one is wearing mourning it may be 
@uplicated in black net and lace or net and 
ribbon. 

_To make a jabot efter illustration No. 2. 
get one-fourth yard of cotton net and be 
gure that the clerk cuts it straight. As the

you will be able to get two such jabots from 
this amount of net. It takes three yards of 
lace to edge one jabot. Choosea pattern of 
lace with lots of openwork in it.

This 
Jabot consists of three sections, which are 
built upon a lewn foundation. The top sec- 
Mon consists of a rectangular piece of mate-

a single point which is cut up the middie to 
form two smal] sections. | 

The three pointed portion is twenty-one 
inches long. All of the points are two and 
one-haif inches deep. . It is well to cut a 
paper pattern of the entire jabot. By placing 
this pattern upon the material and manipu- 
- Mating it carefully you will readily see how 
two jabots may be cut from one-fourth yard, 
for when the three pointed section is cut out 
the material remaining wil! furnish the other 
two sections. Plait the jabot into two and 
one-fourth inches at the top and sew itto the 
lawn foundation. Now, a word as to laying 
the plaits. Here the work must be accurate 
if the pabot is to be perfect when finished. 

Begin a little to one side of a point and lay 
three plaits facing the point. This process 
is shown in f{llustration No. 1. If this is done 
correctly a box plait will be formed at the 
angies of the pattern. If you want to be 
very sure of getting the plaits in just right 
baste them in place. Before the jabot is 
put together press the plaits of each section 
firmly with a warm iron. 

Iilustration No. 3 shows a mourning jabot 
made over this same pattern. It consists of 
two sections of two points each. One-fourth 
yard of black silk net makes two jabots. 
“Edge with half inch mourning ribbon. It 
takes two yards of ribbon for a jabot.’>-Séw 
the plaited sections to the ends of a three 
inch piece of black taffeta ribbon. As silk 
met is wiry to work with, it is well to baste

ing this same style of jabot may be mace of 
white net edged with black lace. 

While white net jabots are pretty and de- 
lightfully fluffy they are not as serviceable 
for.all around wear as those made of linen. 
Even with the utmost care it is almost im- 
possible to launder the net jabots perfectly. 
But a neckpiece made of linen and a good 
quality of lace will “‘ wear like a board.”’ 
A serviceable jabot for the office or for wear 
when shopping is shown in illustration No. 4. 
This was made from a piece of handkerchief 
linen, cut the shape of the one shown in 
illustration No.1. One-fourth yard of linen 
will make three such Yabots, 

The linen in the jabot shown cost 60 cents a 
yard, so that the material needed for the 
jabot was worth 5 cents. It took three- 
fourths of a yard of baby Irish lace edging, 
at 60 cents a yard, and one-fourth yard of 
baby Irish inegertion, at 75 cents. The total 
cost of this jabot, then, is the bargain price 
of 69 cents. Lay the plaits practically one 
on top of the other and sew the jabot to a 
tab of lawn. If this jabot is made with care 
the edges turned in firmly, the lace sewed on 
securely, and the plaits laid deep enough 
it should withstand laundering three times 

very week in the yeer, and if ironed properly 

will always look as good as new. 


Pretty Curtai 

In @ room where it ig desirable to have 
plenty of light, yet not be open to the public 
gaze, curtains of heavy wide meshed nets— 
fishnets or some of the fancy nets of rather 
heavy quality—are just the thing. 

These should hang rather plain, and fore 
single window or a wide window like the 
store of a small shop can be hung as a shade 
with no fullness. 

A striking one is made with a border down 
each side and across the bottom of flowered 
chints. This is set well in from the edges, 
fully the width of the stripe. 

Not to have a blank line on the inside of 
the room, another band is put on the wrong 
side of the curtain. These are carefully 
basted so the edges are even, and one line 
of machine stitching will answer, for both 
sides. 

Another pretty curtain of this straight or 
single type, which can be utilized for vesti- 
bule windows or where the curtain is rarely 
lifted, is made of filet net with a border and 
design darned in with heavy white cotton. 
The bottom is finished with a heavy lace or 
can be cut In points, each ending in a cotton 
tassel. 


How often one comes across a charming 
piece of embroidery flouncing in the remnant 
box and equally often one wonders what 
use could be made of it. Have you never 
thought of using such a bit of material to 
make a jabot? If you have not, just notice 
the pretty neckplece shown in illustration 
No. 5, and never again despise a remnant. 
This jabot is extremely rich looking and it 
has the advantage of being serviceable and 
inexpensive as well. To make one likeit, get 
fourteen inches of embroidery flouncing, the 
work of which should be five or six inches 
deep. Choose a piece that has an open, lacy 
edge. The jabot shown is nine inches deep. 
It required one-half yard of lace to edge the 
sides. 

Always begin at the middle to lay the plaits 
and as the outer edge is approached, draw 
the material up slightly, so as to make the 
sides of the jabot a trifle shorter than the 
center and thus give it a shape. 

Just a few words about materials. Don't 
despise remnants. Some of the prettiest 
handmade jabots I ever have seen have been 
made from cast-off patches. Remnants of 
embroidery flouncing, lace, or linen often 
may be had for almost the asking. A touch 
of hand embroidery or a little hemstitching 


in Meshed Net. 


Another treatment of these nets is to cro- 
chet a floral design all over them, making an 
edge to correspond for the bottom. 

The tops are finished with a narrow hem, 
through which rings are sewed at intervals 
to run over curtain rod, #o the curtain can 
be pushed aside when desired.

As for laces, they need not be expensive. 
For five and ten cents charming’ patterns 
may be had. If you want an airy, fluffy 
looking Jabot, however, always avoid tightly 
woven patterns of lace. Choose the open- 
work patterns. On net or lawn use fine 
valenciennes lace and on linen use baby Irish 
lace. Do not reverse this rule, or your jabot 
will be a failure. In making, always turn in 
double hems on the right side and sew them 
securely. Put the lace on the right side. 
This hides the hem and gives the wrong side 
a finished look. And be sureand' lay the plaits 
deep enough, for here Hes the.success of the 
Jabot being laundered. The plaits in ma- 
chine-made jabots rarely are laid deep 
enough. That is why it is almost impos- 
iron them properly.

This idea ig erroneous, for changes in the 


accepted styles for table linen are gradual, 


as the establishing of innovations extends 
over a long period of time.

However, we can all look back to the days 
of our childhood and see that from then to 
row fashions of serving and laying the table 
have altered somewhat. Certain old fagh- 
foned prejudices have been done away with;

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| Right Way to Wash Fine Flanels. | 


By MARY RODGERS. 


When flannel is put into quite clear water, 


_ if this is hard, the lime salts that cause the 


hardness are absorbed by the absorbent 
fibers that seem to drink in liquid. They 
absorb it by cellular attraction, one cell suck- 
ing the water particles up and so forcing the 
air previously contained in {t into the next 
cell. The action of the smail vacuum s6 pro- 
duced is to draw up the water rapidly from 
cell to cell. If this water contains salts their 
action on the flannel ts bad, making it hard 
and brittle, for they take away the particles 
of softening animal oil, the lanolin. 

So rain water is almost a necessity for 
flannel. If it cannot be obtained, water soft- 
ened by wood ashes is the next best. Or a 
little borax may be dissolved in the water 
before hand. 

The soap is the next consideration for flan- 


It is made by shaving hand soap into thin’ 


pieces and setting these to melt in the oven 
or in a jar of water set in a saucepan untii 
all the soap is dissolved. When the shavings 
three parts fill the jar the vessel is filled with 
water. When fully dissolved, and then 
cooled; the result is soap jelly much milder 
than the original hard soap was, on account 
of the added water. 

Some of this jelly dissolved in the tepid 
water for flannel washing will make it just 
right, nicely lathery, and soft. 

The flannel must be dipped up and down 


until it is clean, and not be rubbed at all. 


If it be rubbed, then the hooks im the hairs 
will entargle themselves, each with each, 
grappling and clinging. This is one great 
cause of felting. When the hand is drawn

At the end of ten minutes a towel or cloth 
should be wet and wrung out in cool water 
and patted over the face like a mask, leav- 
ing a small breathing space for the nose. A 
second towel or cloth should be wrung from 
the basin of hot water and the second cloth 
laid over the first. There must be sufficient 
heat to penetrate the first covering. Before 
the hot cloth cools the third should be wet 
and made ready to take ite place. The ob- 
ject of this heat is to draw from the pores 
all the cream that has been rubbed into 
them. The hot cloths ghould be laid on 
for five minutes. 

After that all are removed and the face 
is wiped, not washed, and a second coating 
of cream is put on, repeating the stroking 
and rubbing. As long time as is wished 
may be given to this. In rubbing the eye- 
lids the stroke must be gentle but firm. 

At the finish of the second rubbing the ap- 
plication of one cold and alternating hot 
cloths is repeated to take out all the cream. 
After that there ts a dry wiping, and then a 
soft cloth is drenched with witch hazel and 
every part of the face is patted. This is 


astringent and cuts any grease remaining.” 


Witch hazel is used until there is no trace of 
oiliness on the skin, then powder is applied 


teeming it out of place to use the same hand- 
some patterns for breakfast that were used

Nowadays we seldom find this discriméina- 
tion, the same cloth being used on the dining 
table for breakfast as for dinner. Of course, 
if the breakfast is served in a breakfast room 
or boudoir a small table is usually made use 
of, which requires a teacloth rather taan 
a full sized tablecloth, or elee the breakfast 
is placed on trays.

Size of Napkins Varies. 

Ae to the size of napkins for the various 
meais; the same sized napkin is used for 
breakfast and luncheon, unless for the sec- 
ond meal a special luncheon napk‘n is pre- 
ferred. The size of the breakfast napkin Is 
anywhere from twenty-two to twenty-#eeven 
inches square, a pretty good sized napkin 
for breakfast use. The same napkins are 
used for dinner except in houses of consid- 
erable pretension, where the big dinner nap- 
kin is considered the smartest. Thie is 
oblong in size, 30x38 inches, and, being an 
expensive napkin, is to be found in certain 
patterns only. The question of whether to 
use this napkin for dinner or not must rest 
with the individual, for it depends upon the 
scale on which one’s house is run, also on 
the environment and custom of one’s place 
of residence. 

Luncheon napkina are fifteen inches square 
and come either in plain linen or damask, 
hemstitched or scalloped on the edges, or, 
again, with an edging of Cluny lace. Cluny 
is used only when the centerpiece, plate 
doilies, and tumbier doilies are of the same 


lace or one that harmonizes perfectly with it. 
Luncheon and breakfast nepkins are 


marked in the corrers with either a single 
letter, separate initials, or a monogram; the 
size of the letters depending upon the aize 
of the napkin. An inch and a quarter is 
the average size of either initials or mono 
grams for napkins. ) 


* 
When Marking Tablecloths. 


Tablecloths are marked usually on each 
side of the center, twenty-four inches apart; 
this allows for a good sized centerpiece. If, 
however, in individual cases the centerpiece 
is to be larger, the lettering should be farther 
apam. Many people prefer the initials at 
the diagonal] corners, in which case the size 
of the top of the table must be carefully 
ascertained in order to bring the initials in 
exactly the right place. Tablecloths are 


hemmed in a narrow hem; never over half 


an imch, and sometimes a quarter of an 
inch. Napkins of all sizes, unless hemstitched, 
take a quarter inch hem; hemsatitching on 
luncheon napkins i¢ usually half an inch 
wide. 

There is wide variety of letters and mono 
grams for marking table linen, certain ones 
having become estandard and being used 
again and again. The main Louis XIVvy. 
script letter is a good choice; also the orna- 
mental Louis XIV. letter. Napkins. whether 
breakfast, luncheon or dinner size, are often 
marked in the single letter only, and some- 
times we see single letters on the tablecloths.

George Barr McCutcheon appears to realize the im-

But Dido was 
a widow, and Venus never has been accused of decided 
predilections toward innocence. These heroines of the 
modern novelists are slender, child like girls, with soft 
faces and red lips, unversed in the ways of love and 
men.

HAT the men, to protect themselves against a 
too aggressive prosecution of the women’s busi- 
ness, have set up a feeble romantic convention 
that the initiative in sex business must always 
come from the man is true; but the pretense 

is so shallow that even in the theater, that last sanc-

In literature, though, it is certainly assuming the 
character of a type. The only question is, Are the 
women beeoming less conventional, or are the authors? 
Or are they both? If in five-tenths of the modern 
novels the women propose, and if the novelist really 
does get a good working -- tch of his time, is it true 
that half the proposals now come from the women?

air, and light, in addition to moisture and 
warmth. ; 
Don't be afraid to cuitivate your plants. 
Cultivation makes a dust mulch about the 
plants, preventing.undue ¢vaporation and ad- 
mitting air to the rog¢ts. 
Don’t try to grow asparagus without rich 
soi] and good drainage. With these and 
sufficient cultivation it is not hard to grow 
and will pay you well, 
Do not forget that beans require a great 
deal of potash. ‘This plant food can usually 
be supplied with good results in combina- 
tion with truck manure. Pole varieties are 
more tender than the bush or string beans 
and cannot be planted so early. 

Don't overlook the carrot. I[t is a pity 
such a nourishing and palatable vegetable 
should be so neglected. Carrot seeds germi- 
inate siowly, so pat the soil well over the seed 
and do not be discouraged with a little de-

T imat this time of the year that the house

To rub elbows with 
nature, to tread on the soft, velvety sod, to 
smell the odor of the freshly turned earth, 
carries @ joy akin to the first tug at the 
fiyrod., The spirit of aspring poet is in nearly 
every man, but its expression is less often 
found in verse than in the proneness of man- 
kind to commune with nature and to foster 
and fondle its elements. 

Fortunate is he who has the fields, woods, 
and brooks, and above all the hillsides of the 
country, with which to associate, but for 
the little less fortunate, the confines of # 
fifty foot city lot, especially be it his own, 
offers to a man at this season a satisfaction 
inexpressible. He was inoculated with the 
germ of spring fever weeks ago when the 
first warm days came, even before the visit 
of the first robin. He has perused the pages 
of the nursery catalogues and has invested 


in sundry seeds and-bulbs which are now 


showing their white shoots amid the un- 
propitious.conditions of the kitchen. 

The subsequent snows and never falling 
rawness of the Chicago springtime for a 
season dampened his ardor, but spring is 


here at last, and if his judgment be good 


during these few weeks in which the life 
blood of nature is starting to eirculate, the

joy of all. The grounds may well be consid- 
ered as an out of door room and should be 


tial points, artistic and utiltarian, firmly 
and definitely fixed. .

See to it that the trees are properly placed 
and of a variety which is practical for 
growth, that they. are planted in sufficient 
soil and are removed from the gas supply 
pipe. ; 

Do.not stint the quality nor quantity of the 
loam used in covering the lawn. A layer nine 
inches deep of good, fertile prairie loam with 
an admixture of clay is a wise inivestment 
and forms a capital soil, especially when 
underlaid with sand. 

To the lover of flowers the front lawn offers 
a multitude of opportunities. A shrub bor- 
der along the lot line and in front of the 
porch may be so arranged as to form a galaxy 
of bloom, from the time the forsythias first 
show their leafless stalks of golden bells 
until, in fall, the hibiscus comes forth with its 
exquisite blooms. Then there is the host of 
herbaceous perennials, which may be made 
to nestle along the shrub borders, necessi-

The Same Being Irish for Feast.

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“ FEIS of the language, literature, 

music, and art of Ireland will be held 

in Orchestra hall] May 11. Thig will 

be the first educational gathering of 

the Irish clans of Chicago since the 
coming of Douglas Hyde in 1906. The cele- 
bration will be patterned after an ancient 
feis of Tara Dr. John B. Murphy, the Ard 
Righ (high king) of the occasion, will be the 
chairman @f the evening. 

Fionan MacColum and An Thahair Micea! 
O’Flannagain, two leaders in the Gaelic lan- 
guage movement in Ireland and co-workers 
with Douglas Hyde, will endeavor to arouse 
in the hearts of Chicago Irishmen the love 
for Mother Eire. 

Seventeen years ago a few young scholars 
met in a back room of an old building on 
one of the side streets in Dublin to discuss 
this problem of the passing of the Gael 
among them being Douglas Hyde and Father 
O’Growney. They banded themselves to- 
gether under the name of “The Gaelic 
league,” and their aim was the re-Irishing 
of Ireland. 

The world bas grown weary of the story of 
Treland’s woes, but by a sort of poetic justice 
Germany, which received its first learning 
from Hibernian scholars, has never given 
up the quest. Twenty years ago German 
universities sent men over to study the de- 
caying Gaelic tongue. A little later Prof. H. 
Zimmer wrote a book on “ The Irieh Element 
in Medieval Culture,” in which he shows that 
this race were the teachers of Europe from 
the sixth century. 

“ Treland,”’ says he, “‘ can indeed lay claim 
to a great past. She cannot only boast of 
having been the birthplace and abode of high 
culture in the fifth and sixth centuries at a 
time when the Roman empire was being 
undermined by the alliances and inroads of 
German tribes which threaténéd to sink the 
whole continent into barbarism, but also of 
having made strenuous éfforts in the sey- 
enth and even up to the tenth century to 
spread her learning athong the German and 
Romance peoples, thus forming the actual 
foundation of our present continental civili- 
zation.”

Gaelic Language a Requirement. 

By the efforts of a few earnest scholars the 
Irish National university has been founded 
with colleges in Belfast, Dublin, Cork, and 
Galway. The Gaelic language is a required 
\ study. No professor is allowed to teach here 
who is not a Gaelic scholar. National pride 
has been aroused. National customs, sports, 


forth. National industries have been en- 
couraged. ireland is famous for its neeédle- 
work, lace making, linen, silk, and woolen 
goods. Foreign manufacturers are anxious 
to get materials stamped *‘ Deanta in EHirinn’”’ 
[made in Ireland], as this is an ingurance 
against fraud in quality. 

Ireland has great stores of raw materials. 
Great quantities of mineral lie beneath the 
soil. Sand, clay, and stone are abundant, 
and there is no mean deposit of coal. The 
bog, which has been one of Ireland's laugh- 
ing stocks, has ben found to be a valuable 
commodity. It may be used for fuel, fiber, 
litter, medicine, and as a motive power to 
generate electricity. Chemical products 
without end may be obtained fromturf. Ace- 
tone and sulphate of ammonia have been 
obtained from peat on a paying scale. While 
the Irish are a race of scholars rather than 
farmers, they have been successful tillers 
of the soil, especially under the influence 
of the Gaelic league. But it 78 notorious that 
if the surface of Ireland were tilled up to 
the level of Belgium, France, Germany, or 
Italy, four or five times the existing popula-

‘+ WAS in the early winter of 1884, during 
his third term as mayor, that the found- 
er of the Harrison dynasty broke into 
national fame. He was already the best 
l.nown citizen of Chicago and his name 

was familiar throughout Illinois and the ad- 
joining states of Indiana, Wisconsin, and 
fowa,. but beyond that his reputation had not 
largely spread. Then, like Lord Byron, he 
became famous in a night, or, to be more 
concise, in a morning. 

The Iroquois club at that time was one of 
the strong social organizations of Chicago. 
Amorg its active members were such men as 
W. ©. Goudy, Potter Palmer, Erskine M. 
Phelps, Frederick Winston, and, in fact, 
every Lemocrat in the city prominent in busi- 
ness or professional circles. But up to then 
it had been largely social. 

The fall before Mr. Phelps had been elected 
president and he had plans for making it a 
leading political factor. In furtherance 
thereof he arranged for a banquet to be given 
at the Palmer house which would attract na- 
tional attention. It did. In the language of 
B. L. T., it was some banquet; easily the most 
notable affair of its kind since the civil war. 
The hst of speakers included all the available 
Democrats of national reputation. 

_— 


Carter Last to Speak. 

Snator Bayard of Delaware, then a lead- 
irs figure in the party, was there, as was 
Senator Hefidricks of Indiana. Col. Wii- 
lfam Viles of Wisconsin, who had just leapec 
into raticnal fame as an orator, was on the 
program and so on down through a long 
list of notables. Carter Harrison, as tie 
Democratic mayor of the city in which the 
affair was held, was necessarily one of the 
speakers, but his name was the last one on 
the card. 

At that time the tariff question was tie 
absorbing one and the purpose of the gather- 
ing was to commit the Democratic party to 
the low tariff principle. Speaker after speak- 
er attacked the principle of protection and 
advocated if not absolute free trade at least 
something close to it. Finally, about #4 
o’efockyin the morning it came Carter's turn. 
What fwes ‘left of the audience listened 
pelitely. t& what he had to say preliminary 
to*going to hed: 

But Carter proceeded to throw a bombshell 
intothat gathering. He tcok issue with every 
speaker who had prececed him, no matter 
how great his prominence. He told ~ bis 
hearers that the tariff policy they advocated 
w@s wrong in principle and suicidal in policy. 
He predicted the Demecratic. party would 
neVer elect a presidert on any such plat- 
form and if it hoped to Win must take up 
protection as its rallying cry. For an hour 
he lectured his horror stricken audience with 
what he told them was the view of prac- 
tical politics. 

To say that his speech caused a sensation 
is putting it mildly. His hearers looked at 
each other in stupefied amazement, but ail 
they could do was to sit stil and listen. 
Carter had the floor and did not intend to 


yield it until he was through. The.papers 
had alk gone to-press, but so much of an 
event was the happening that Tue TRIs- 
UNE stopped its presses and got out extras. 
The next day the Associated Press and spe- 
cial correspondent made the entire countrs 
familiar with the story. So important was 
the banquet considered and so lively was 
then the discussion over the tariff that 
within “wo days ‘wae name of Mayor 
Carter H. Marrison o. Chicago wits known 
in every eorner of the country«<, AR account

Gamblers’ King Democratic Boss. 

But in spite of Carter’s predictions Grover 
Cleveland was nominated the next summer 
for president on a law tariff platform. But 
his election cannot fairly be said to be due 
to the tariffissue. It was largely a personal 
contest between him and James G. Blaine, 
the Republican candidate, and the majority 
of the voters'preferred Cleveland's per- 
sonality to Blaine’s. In fact, in spite of 
the prominence the tariff has always played 
in political arguments it is doubtful if a 
president was ever elected solely on that 
issue—at least in recent years—except Cleve- 


land in 1882, when he defeated Benjamin 


Harrison. That result was undoubtedly the 
result of the revolt against the higher prices 
which followed the passage of the McKinlcy 
bill. 

Th Democratic national convention of 1884 
was held in Chicago and Carter, being mayor 
of the city, naturally decided he would go 
to it as a delegate. He first. announced he 
would go as a delegate-at-large, but Col, Wil- 
liam R. Morrison and W. C. Goudy at that 
time ran Democratic politics in Illinois, and, 
in view of the Iroquols banquet speech, 
they promptly vetoed that little arrange- 
ment. So Carter was beaten for the place 
at the state convention although nominated 
for governor. When he returned to Chi- 
cago he decided he would go as a district 
delegate. 

It happened that Carter and M. C. McDon- 
ald lived in the same congressional district 
over on the west side and MeDonald was then 
the Democratic political boss of Chicago. 
He was also king of the gamblers. At that 
time gambling was wide open in Chicago. 
It was not protected by the police in the sense 
in which it is now because it did not have 
to pay tribute to them in order to exist. It 
simply paid subscriptions to campaign funds 
just as saloons pay licenses to the city, and 
while it did not have the legal existence the 
saloons have it was practically on the same 
plane they are now. 

Carter sent for McDoneld and told him he 
had decided to go to the convention as a 
delegate from the Third district and the con-. 
versation which ensued was reported at the 
time as something like this. 

“TI am sorry, Mr. Mayor.’ said McDon- 
ald, “but it has been agreed that John A. 
King shall go.’’ 

“That is all right,” answered Carter. 
“There are two delegates from the district 
and I will be the other one.”’

Before Carter got to his office the next 
morning McDonald was there waiting for 
him.

Mayor,” said McDonald, “and have con- 
cluded that perhape it would not look exact- 
ly right for me to go to that convention. 
The newspaper boys might print mean things 
about it.” 

“No,” replied Carter, “‘ it would look bet- 
ter if you went as an alternate.”” It was 
stoutly maintained afterwards that the gam- 
bling reids had no political significance and 
that Carter was always McDonalds first 
choice for delegate, but somehow or other 
the general public preferred to believe the 
other story and it is the one which has gone 
into politica) tradition.

Carter Goes With the Party. 

At any rate Carter went to the convention. 
There he not only did not make any protest 
against the low tariff plank in the platform, 
but he also seconded the nomination of Cleve- 
land at a time when Illinois was badly split 
up over the nomination and every vote count- 
ed. For this he got into a controversy with 
Bourke Cockran of New York, oO was Tam- 
many’s leading orator in that organization’s 
fight on Cleveland, which resulted in the in- 
terchange of some interesting personalities. 

There was talk at the time of nominating 
Carter for vice president, but Gov. Hen- 
dricks of Indiana was finally decided on asa 
concession to. Tammany. Besides Carter had 
already been nominated as the Democratic 
candidate for governor of Illinois and the 
party in the state had strong hopes of elect- 
ing him. He was defeated, but only by a lit- 
tle over 20,000. votes, and the Republicans 
were forced to bring out “ Dick ’’ Oglesby to 
run against him. With a weaker opponent 
than Oglesby he might have been elected. 

Gov. Hamilton of Bloomington was the 
outgoing governor, having been elected lieu- 
tenant governor on the ticket with Shelby 
M. Cullom in 1880 and succeeding to the 
governorship when Cullom was elected to 
the senate the next year. In the natura] 
order of things he would have been nom- 
inated to succeed himself, but he was not a 
strong candidate and with Carter as the 
Democrat the Republicans were afraid to 
take chances. So they put forward “ Uncle 
Dick"’ Oglesby, probably their best cam- 
paigner.

..Namara made 28,584 by train and 13,450 in 


motor cars. In the twelve months previous 
to the end of 1910 McNamara. crossed the 
American continent eight times.

travels he has been in every state in the 
union exeept South Dakota and he also has 
been im Canada and Mexico.

The easy conditions make it more of 
a test of the car than the driver and because 
of the good roads that are offered the makers 
are anxious to participate. It would not be 
at all surprising if sixty or more carsstarted 
in the 1,000 mile run from capital to capital. 
It is expected that President Taft himself 
will give the word, for he is much interested 
because the A. A. A. has dubbed it the “ re- 
ciprocity ’’ tour. 

Chicago will have more than its usual in- 
terest in the affair, because several of thé 
local motorists have been named in an official 
capacity. David Beecroft, president of the 
Chicago Motor club, will referee, while the 
chairman of the technical committee will be 
F. E. Edwards. In‘all probability the pilot 
car will be driven by N. H. Van Sicklen Sr. 
of Chicago. If he does, both Beecroft aad 
Edwards will ride in the same car with him.

Chicagoan Given London Post in 
Expansion Plan. 


MANY CHANGES ARE MADE. 


New Code of Raggage Rules on All 
Lines in Effect Tomorrow. 


A complete reorganization of the traffic de- 
partment of the Lilinois Central railroad an- 
nounced yesterday, following the election of 
F. B. Bowes as vice president tn charge of 
traffic a few days ago, indicate that the com- 
pany is planning a vigorous policy of ax- 
pansion of tte foreign trade relations. 

The acquisition of the Central of Georgia 
railroad, of which C. H. Markham is prest- 
dent. as well as of the [Illinois Central, gives 
the system the port of Savannah, Ga., to 
work from, in addition to that of New Or- 
leans, and the Central of Georgia owns the 
Ocean Steamship company, operating be- 
tween New York and Boston, in connections 
with frequent through service with Buro- 
pean ports. 

Heading the list of changes, Donald Rose, 
who has been freight traffic manager in Chi- 
cago, is appointed to the new position of 
European traffic manager, with office in 
London, and will have charge of the Buro- 
pean agencies for the Illinois Central, Yazoo 
and Mississippi Valley, Central of Georgia, 
and the Ocean Steamship company, and his 
@uties will be to build up the Duropean traffic 
through the two ports, via the direct rail 
connections with the Mississippi valley and 


Chicago. 
Longstreet Succeeds Rose. 

Mr. Rose succeeds J. H. Mallory, now gen- 
eral European agent, who is assigned to 
other duties in the Chicago traffic depart- 
ment. Mr. Rose formerly held that office 
for five years. He has been connected with 
the freight department of the Illinois Cen- 
tral for twenty years, having opened the 
commercial office at Salt Lake City when 
the western line was bullt. 

In 1901 he wae made assistant to J. T. 
Harahan, then second vice president, and 
in 1904 fas sent to London to open the 
Buropean «office. In 1909 he returned to 
Chicago as assistant to the president, and 
leter in the year was made freight traffic 
manager. 

D. W. Longstreet, who has been general 
freight agent of the southern lines at Mem- 
phis, succeeds Mr. Rose as freigght traffic 
manager in Chicago. V. D. Fort, general 
freigght agent, becomes assistant freigght 
traffic manager in Chicago. 

J. 8. Brown will be general freight agent 
of the northern and western lines at Chi- 
cago, J. Hattendorf is promoted to general 
freight agent, becomes assistant freight 
phis, and R. C. Perkins remains as gen- 
era} freight agent at New Orleans. 


Other Changes Are Made. 

The offices of general traffic manager and 
general freight agent and assistant general 
freight agent of export and import traffic 
are abolished. W. M. Rhett is appointed 
general foreign agent, and C. A. Florence 
assistant general foreign agent at Chicago. 

B. J. Rowe, G. W. Becker, J. H. Cherry, 
and W. Smith, Jr., will be assistant genera! 
freight agents at Chicago; J. 8. Weitzell, 
assistant general freight agents at Mem- 
and BB. K. Bryan, Jr., and J. L. Durrett 
assistant general freigght agents at Mem- 
phis; W. E. Downing, assistant general 
freight agent at Louisville, and R. F. Reyn- 
olds, aseistant general freight agent at New 
Orleans. M. 8. Beals is appointed com- 
mercial agent at Dubuque, vice-H. G. Powell, 
appointed division freight agent at Omaha. 

New Baggage Code in Force. 

A new code of uniform baggage rules and 
regulations for all the railroads in the United 
States, including many changes from the 
existing rules, will go into effect tomor- 
row. 

The changes are mainly in the direction 
of eliminating confusions arising from dif- 
ferent practices on connecting roads. Corpses 
and dogs will be checked through to des- 
tination hereafter withouf the necessity of 
making new arrangements at connecting 
points; differences between personal and 
sample baggage are defined, and the liabi}- 
ity for loss is limited to $100 unless the 
passenger declares a greater Valuation, in 
which case an excess charge is imposed. 

The provisions of the rules imposing ex- 


cees charges for large sized trunks, as¢ 


well as for excess weight, do not go into ef- 
fect until Jan. 1, 1912. 


|. C. MEN GET CHANGE OF VENUE. 


Judge Kavanagh Grants Petition of 
Charles L. Ewing, One of Three 
Accused of Grafting. 


Charles L. Ewing, one of the three formert 
officials of the Illinois Central railroad who 
were indicted in connection with alleged 
frauds by which the railroad is said to have 
been mulcted out of more than $1,500,000, filed 
a petition for a change of venue with Judge 
Marcus Kavanagh in the Criminal court yes- 
terday. 

Judge Kavanagh sustained the petition and 
struck the three cases off his trial call. 

The cases will be reassigned next week by 
the state's attorney. The other men indicted 
were Frank B. Harriman and John M. Taylor.

BILLIONS OF WEALTH. 


Recent Work in the Sacramento 
Valley Shows What Will 
Be Done Elsewhere. 


BY FRANK G. CARPENTER. 
{Copyright: 1011: By Frank G. Carpenter.] 

Washington, D. C.,. April'20.—I write today 
of one of the biggest schemes of Uncle Sam, 
patriarch. It is a scheme which means the 
creation of millions of farms, and of new soil 
which will feed more than 50,000,000 of peo- 
ple. It means the bringing under cultivation 
waste land which contains some of the rich- 
est earth on the face of the globe, and the 
creation of new real estate wealth which will 
aggregate from §10,000,000,000 to $15,000,000,- 
000. I refer to the drainage of the swamps 
mow scattered over the union. 

The scientists of the government are em 
gaged in surveying them. They have already 
plotted something like 10,000,000 acres, and 
there are 60,000,000 or 70,000,000 yet to be 
mapped. They are going over the country 
with spirit levels measuring the hille and 
hollows and sounding the depths Their 
work is so carefully done that the civil engi- 
neers can run their canals by a wok at the 
maps, and they really form the besis of the 
working plans for the swamps. 

This great undertaking is in the hands ct 
the geological survey. It ie done by the 
topographic branch, and the scientists in 
charge of it are known as geographers. 
The chief of them is R. B. Marshall, and 
under him are four others, each of whom 
has one great division. 

The swamps of the Atlantic states are un- 
der Frank Sutton; those of the central states 
under W. H. Herron, while the Rocky moun- 
tains and Pacific coast are respectively man- 
aged by Sledge Tatum and T. G. Gerdine. 
Each of these men has a large corps of sur- 
veyors, and al) visit the various sections and 
work together after fixed plans. During the 
last week I have talked with these geogra- 
phers, and through my investigations at the 
geological survey and in the agricuitural de- 
partment am able to give some idea of what 
may be done. 


Richer than Diamond Fields. 

Talk about your acres of diamonds! These 
wet spots on Uncle Sam's farm are worth 
more than any diamond field in the plateau 
of Sovwth Africa. They contain thousands 
of millions of easily available wealth and 
they are scattered all over the union. 

First let me tell you what they amount 
to. The experts of the government have 
estimated their area at between 77,000,000 
and 79,000,000 acres, and the probability is 
that they will run millions more. At the 
lowest calculation they represent a country 
bigger than Great Britain and Ireland, and 
equal to the three states of Indiana, Iinois, 
and Ohio. They havea soil which is richer 
than Holland, and their area is ten times as 
great. Holland is now feeding almost 6,000,- 
000 people, and at the same ratio these wet 
lands have a potential food supply for almost 
60,000,000, or 10,000,000 more than the half of 
our whole population. 

And now take your map of the United 
States and see where they are. They are 
not scattered over the desert away off from 
the railroads amid the cafions and valleys 
of the arid west. They are close to the cen- 
ters of our population, and are to be found 
in almost every state of the live, up to date 
east. Some of them lle near the big cities, 
others are surrounded by: farms worth $100 
an acre and nearly all are accessible by 
water and rail to the markets. 


Where the Swamps Are. 

Of this ewamp land 72,000,000 acres lie 
east of the great plains and 20,000,000 or 
30,000,000 acres are found in the Mississippi 
delta. There are vast tracts in the northern 
states. Minnesota alone has something like 
4,000,000 acres, and Michigan one-fourth as 
much more. The state of Maine has between 
8,000,000 and 4,000,000. There is a vast tract 
>In North Dakota, and Wisconsin has several 
millions which need only to be drained to be 
turned into farms. 

We look upon Ifinoisas thoroughly settled. 
We know it is one of our greatest corn states 
and that the land is worth from $100 to $300 
an acre. Nevertheless, that state has more 
than 2,000,000 acres of flooded lands that 
might be redeemed, and which will be richer 
than any now farmed. There are altogether, 
In the east, seventeen states every one of 
which has more than 1,000,000 acres of 
swamps, and there are twelve others each 
of which has 250,000 to 1,000,000 acres that 
could be easily drained. 

The average man of the east thinks of 
California as arid rather than wet. He 
knows that @ great part of it is irrigated, 
and he looks upon much of it as.a desert. 
Nevertheless, that state has some of the 
richest swamp lands of the world. The Sac- 
ramento river, which runs through the middle 
of it, has a valley several hundred miles bong, 
and in that basin there are some millions of 
acres which the government geographers 
have just finished mapping. 


Swamp Turned Into Farms, 

Great drainage works are going on there, 
and these include some of the biggest sw amp 
reclamation schemes of the union. A few 
years ago that land was worth nothing. As 
fast as it is reclaimed it will sell for from 
$100 to $1,000 an acre, and some of it is al- 
ready covered with farms where asparagus, 
celery, tomatoes, and potatoes are raised for 
shipment to San Francisco and other parts 
of the west. 

In the Sacramento river they have put dikes 
about an island dnd pumped out the water, 
and that isiard has the largest asparagus 
farm of the world. They have made. great 
drains which have redeemed lands now de- 
voted to celery, and vegetables are raised 
which are shipped from there to the east. 
Some millions of dollars already have been 
expended upon that work, and now that the 

‘surveys have been completed the drainage 
projects will increase manifold. 

In talking with the geographers as to the 
Sacramento valley one of them told me that 
the trouble there was that man had taken 
possession of the country about a thousand 
years too soon. For agés past nature has 
been bringing down the earth washings from 
the mountains, but she has not, by about one 
thousand years, finished her job. The silt has 
lodged along the banks of the rivers and 
bullt up the land there, leaving troughs on 
each gide which the floods have turned into 
swamps 3 

These can be reclaimed, but channels must. 
be cut, and the land so protected that the 


| streams will not overflow. Some of the is- 


lands which have been redeemed at the 
mouth of the Sacramento will have to be 
taken away and @ channel sufficiently large 
for the river created. 


Rich Soil on the Mississippi. 
About the same ht be said of the lower 
Mississippi valley. It is still earth in the

Moreover, the streams have dropped their 
@eposits close to their banks, and have thus 
gradually built troughs on each side of them. 
It is in these vast troughs that we now find 
the swamps. 

‘The Mississippi carries more stuff into them 
at every flood. It comes down loaded with 
the richest materials of the uplands and the 
mountains and drops a great part of it there. 


‘From the state of Missouri alone, it ia esti- 


mated, enough soil to make a shaft one mile 
square and higher than that of the Washing- 
ton monument is annually dropped into the 
Mississippi. Within the same period the Mis- 
souri carries down a pile of equabarea, which 
is four hundred feet high, and this is mixed 
with billions of tons of rich mud taken from 
the states of Indiana, Illinois, and lowe. 
This work has been going on throughout 
the ages, and the earth washings are now 
increased by bad cultivation. They are car- 
rying away the best elements of our soil, and 
much of these are stored up in the swamps. 
Indeed, the swamps contain the richest fer- 
tilizing materials on earth. They are full of 
the stuff for which our farmers’ give their 
hard dollars to the chemical companies. 
They are loaded with phosphates and lime, 
the latter coming largely from the shelis of 
minute crustaceans, including crabs and 
crawfish, which Hve in the swamps, and, 
dying, leave their shells there in such quan- 
tities that they have permeated the mud with 
phosphate of lime. This rich stuff is found 
in all of the swamps, and there are great 
quantities of ft in the delta of the Mississippi. 


Deita Vast and Rich. f 
And what a mighty deita the Mississippi 
hag! It is one of the greatest on earth. You 
could lose that of the Nile within it and fits 
lands would make a second Egypt. It is 
bigger than the delta of the Ganges. It is 
many miles wide and is as long as from New 


York to Cleveland. The swamps in it com- 


prise altogether over twenty million acres, 
and they are so rich that any forty acres 
would make a good farm. 

The lower part of the delta has millions of 
acres which will produce sugar and rice. 
North of them are millions that could be de- 
voted to cotton, and still farther north are 
millions fitted for corn. We all know what 
Holland has done by diking the sand hills of 
the North sea. This land might be diked the 
same way, but it would be walling in hot 
beds rather than sand. 

The government geographers have already 
made topographic maps of a great part of the 
lower Mississippi. They have gone over the 
swamps on foot, on horseback and in boats, 
and have charted it section by section. I have 
before me, as I write, one of their maps, 
which covers an area perhaps the size of a 
township in a levee district of the state of 
Louisiana. It is about the size of a man’s 
pocket handkerchief, and it is peppered with 
figures, each one of which shows the height 
of land or depth of water on the spot which 
it marks. It gives every stream and the char- 
acter of every hill and hollow. 

The bayous are drawn to a scale, and the 
whole marshy district is shown in such a 
way that a civil engineer could make work- 
ing plans for its drainage. It is this sort of 
work that is being done throughout the Mis- 
sissippi delta to fit it for private drainage 
enterprises, or for the time when the states 
or the national government may adopt some 
plan to reclaim the lands. 

And just here I would say that the draining 
of the swamp lands of the United States 
should be inthe hands of Uncle Sam. Indeed, 
it will need to be so controlled before the 
work can be done for the good of the country. 

As it is now 95 per cent of these lands are in 
the hands of private parties They were re- 
linquished by the general government to the 
states about fifty years ago on the under- 
standing that the states would inaugurate 
works to reclaimthem. The states sold them 
out to individuals on the same understanding, 
and as a result tens of thousands and millions 
of acres passed away from the government 
for a few cents per acre. 

And now it is found that the work is neces- 
sarily a national one. Take this matter of 
the lower Mississippi The swamps act as 
great reservoirs which regulate the flow of 
the river. They become filled at the times of 
the floods and seep out gradually into the 
main current. If the swamps are cut off the 
water must be all thrown back into the main 
channel, and this will necessitate raising the 
levees or dikes which are now along both 
sides of the Mississippi and others rivers, 
and which have cost the government and the 
states tens of millions of dollars. 

There are more than 1,300 miles of levees 
along the Mississippi alone. The Yazoo basin 
has an unbroken dike, and there is a great 
dam around the basin of the St. Francis, 
The government, national and state, has 
spent $34,000,000 within the last generation 
to cage the waters of the Mississippi. And 
the swamps will have to be handled carefully 
to keep the cages intact. 


Interests of States Clash. 

Moreover, no state will allow a sister state 
to drain its surplus flood waters into its own 
territory, and the farmers will kick against 
receiving surplus water from their neighbors. 
These are some of the problems which con- 
front the drainage proposition, and make it 
impossible except through cotperation and 
national supervision. It is an interstate and 
national question. I am toki by Senator 
Newlands that he has treated of this matter 
in his new bill for the management of the 
waterways of the union. 

Some of the states already brave authorized 
the drainage of the swamps, and some have 
granted concessions to that end. In the 
Yazoo basin a company had been organized 
and plans made to redeem in the neighbor- 
hood of half a million acres. 


CHICAGO EPISCOPAL CLERGY

Oppose Changes Suggested at Church 
Congress in Washington—Bishop An- 
derson Brands Report a Canard. 


The revision of the ten commandments 
suggested by a New York pastor at the Epis- 
copal congress in Washington appears un- 
likely to meet wtih any decided encourage- 
ment in Chicago. The general position of 
Chicago ministers on the subject was ex- 
pressed yesterday by the Rev. James S. 
Stone of St. James when he said: “It seems 
to me that, as we have no positive proof 
whether the commandments have come down 
to us in their original form or not, the safest 
plan would be to stick to tradition.” 

Bishop Charles P. Anderson wag much 
moreemphatic. He denounced the unassum- 
ing press dispatch from Washington as a 
“ vicloug canard.”’ 

“The entire thing,” he exclaimed, “4g a 
canard! You have been misinformed. There 
is nothing in it. You might as well talk et 
moving the planet Mars as of changing the 
ten commandments.” 

“ But,” it was explained, “the report is 
absolutely verified.’’ 

“I must beg to differ with you,” responded 
the ecclesiastic, brusquely.

Statement Concerning the 
Cleveland Indictments. 


EXPLAINS THE “REBATES” 


—_————— 


Says Saving in Cost of Handling 
Ore Enabled Refund at 
End of Season. 


President James McCrea of the Pennsy}. 
venia railroad system issued a statement 
yesterday in explanation of the cases in 
which four railroad companies and Officials 
of the M. A. Hanna company were indicted 
for rebating at Cleveland on Wednesday, . 

The rebate indictments were based on COR... 
tracts by which lessees of the railroad dockg 
refunded surplus earnings to consignegs at 
the end of the year, and it was charged thas 
the roads had hired the dock companies tg 
pay rebates. 

Mr. McCrea, in the statement issued from 
the local offices of the Pennsylvania, declages 
that the payments represented savings ip 
the cost of handling ore at the docks during 
the year, that all consumers of ore paid uni. 
form rates, and that any violation of the lag 
in falling to provide for the refunds in the 
published tariffs was ‘‘only technical ang 
wholly unintentional.” 


Says Cost in Handling Was Saved, 

“The action of the grand jury, so far ast 
understand it, is based on the following con- 
ditions: During 1908 and a portion of ipgg 
iron ore was landed from vessels at dockg 
on Lake Erie belonging to the Pennsylvania 
company, which docks were being operated 
by M. A. Hanna & Co. as a dock company, 
with whom an agreement was entered into 
for handling ore from the vessels to the cars: 
and docks of the railroad company. 

“The vessels paid a fixed price per ton 
for unloading and the railroad company 4 
fixed price per ton for loading the ore on the 
cars, the prices thus established being the 
current prices at practically all of the docks 
of all railroads at Lake Erie ports. 

“Owing to the introduction of improved 
ore handling machinery the cost of handling 
the ore was found to be less than the sum of 
the payments made to the dock companies by 
the vessels and the railroad companies, but 
the exact amount of this possible saving could 
not be determined until the close of the sea. 
gon. 

“It was therefore provided in the agrees. 
ment that after deducting from the gross 
receipts of the dock company, rent, cost of 
operation and maintenance, and proper re 
muneration for services rendered, that pur 
tion of the saving per ton published in the 
tariffs of the railroad company, filed with the 
interstate commerce commission, was to ba 
paid currently by the dock company to the 
consumers of ore, and any additional surplug 
or saving that might possibly remain at the 
close of the year should also be apportioned 
among the consumers of ore in the propor- 
tion that the ore received by them over the 
Fennsylvania company's lines and connec- 
tions more to the total ore tonnage forward 
ed from the Pennsylvania company docks, 


Says Tariffs Showed Facts. 

“This, of course, absolutely insured unt- 
form rates to all consumers of ore forwarded 
from those docks. The tariffs, published and 
filed with the interstate commerce commis- 
soin, showed clearly the current payments to 
be made by the dock company to all these 
consumers of ore, but appear to have been 
silent as to the final distribution to be made 
by the dock company of any possible addl- 
tional saving. Consequently, if in the com- 
pany’s effort to carry out the exact spirit of 
the law and insure impartial treatment toits 
patrons, the failure to note in the published 
tariffs the provision for the fina! distribution 
of the possible additional saving, of which 
every consumer had not only knowledge but 
notice, was not strictly in accordance wits 
the law the violation was only technical. 

“There can be no question of discrimina- 
tion involved, as all consumers were treated 
with strict impartiality. 

“The indictment of Mr. Manna and Mr. 
McCabe for alleged conspiracy appears to 
be due solely to the fact that it tas they 
who executed, on behalf on their respective 
companies, this contract.’ 


FIRST COPYRIGHT CASE FAILS: 
PROSECUTOR PROVES AT FAULT 


George M. Lambin Not Aggrieved 
Party and His Charge Against Paul 
Wenningman Is Dropped. 


What is believed to be the first criminal 
prosecution for an alleged infringement of 
copyright ended yesterday in Judge Carpen= 
ter’s court. 

Paul Wenningman of the advertising firm of 
the Lambin~-Wenningman company was die 
charged by the judge after a tria! had proved 
that the complaining witness, George M. 
Lambin, formerly president of the Wennéiige 
man company and now associated with the 
Lambin-Frederickson company, was not the 
aggrieved party. 

Instead, 
color sketches that Lambin had copyrighted 
were lawfully the property of the Wenning~ 
man company and were wrongfully taken by 
Lambin when he quit his connection with the 
firm. 

The sketches were by Miss Margaret Rie@ 
of Chicago, who had a contract with the 
Lambin-Wenningman company to ##ippiy 
sixty-four small designs for calendar novel 
ties for $150. It was Mr. Lambin who negot# 
ated with Miss Ries. According to the evie 
dence, he submitted only forty of the pictures 
for the concern’s use, keeping twenty-four 
which he copyrighted when he established 
his competing company. 

The complaint was based on the new com 
solidated copyright law of 1899, that contains 
a provision making it a misdemeanor to in 
fringe a cypyright, with punishment fixed at 
$1,000 or a year in imprisonment.
